T THE Bay Guardian, 

“‘redevelopment”’ has always 

been a bad word. It was re- 
development that drove more than 
10,000 blacks out of the Western Addi- 
tion and Hunters Point in the 1960s 
and 1970s to make room for fancy 
condos, Safeway supermarkets and 
high-rent office projects. It was re- 
development that devastated South of 
Market, driving hundreds from their 
homes in the name of “‘slum 
clearance”’ and the Yerba Buena 
Center project. 

In San Francisco, the Redevelop- 
ment Agency has been kind of a run- 
away urban monster, crunching up 
neighborhoods, displacing low-income 
residents and wasting millions of tax- 
payers dollars — with almost no ac- 
countability to anyone. As one mem- 
ber of the Board of Supervisors told 
YBC opponent Chester Hartman in 
1972, ‘‘If you really want me to tell 
you, we have very little control over 
the Redevelopment Agency.’’ 

But in these days of soaring housing 
costs, dwindling federal funds and 
ever-increasing numbers of homeless 
on the streets, housing activists who 
have spent much of their lives fighting 
redevelopment are beginning to 
change their tune. 

The fact is, redevelopment agencies 
are one of the few vehicles available to 
cities these days to build and maintain 
affordable housing. With their unique 
powers to create innovative public 
financing schemes, redevelopment 
agencies can — in theory, anyway — 
be transformed from neighborhood 
wreckers to neighborhood builders. 

So far, much of that is still just 
theory. In San Francisco, for example, 
activists are demanding a profound 
change in the way the Redevelopment 
Agency is funded and run. If it can’t 
be turned around, they argue, it 
should be abolished. But nobody’s 
placing any bets (see This Week at City 
Hall, page 12). 

Over in Berkeley, though, the theory 
is actually becoming practice. In the 
past few years, as Steve Stallone points 
out on page 15, Berkeley officials 
have turned the Redevelopment Agen- 
cy into a powerful force for what some 
are calling ‘‘social housing.”’ Through 
the Redevelopment Agency, Berkeley 
has taken nine dilapidated, crumbling 
buildings in a dilapidated, crumbling 
neighborhood and turned them into 
attractive, fully renovated one- and 
two-family houses for low-income peo- 
ple. The most astounding fact is that 
these houses are actually ‘‘afford- 
able’’: Two disabled Berkeley resi- 
dents, for example, have become 
homeowners for about $300 a month. 
The Fifth Street project is unusual — 
but it’s not just a fluke. In fact, I bet 
the folks at the San Francisco Redevel- 
opment Agency could learn quite a bit 
by taking a quick trip across the Bay.

Tales of hometown terrorism 


Khomeini has offered a $5 million bounty for 
the killing of a British novelist over a book, then 
refused to repent when the author apologized. 

It’s intolerable enough that the book has been 
banned in Iran, India, Pakistan, Bangladesh, 
Egypt and South Africa and that publishers in 
France, West Germany, Greece and Turkey have 
decided not to publish the book and that President 
George Bush has remained silent on the issue of 
protecting Americans involved in publishing and 
distributing Salman Rushdie’s Satanic Verses. 

But what is most unsettling is that the nation’s 
biggest bookselling chains — Waldenbooks/ 
K-Mart, B. Dalton and Barnes and Noble — which 
sell from 20 to 30 percent of the books in the U.S. in 
more than 2,000 stores, including more than 20 
stores in the Bay Area, have caved in and forced 
every city and hamlet with out-of-state chain book- 
stores to swallow a dose of hometown terrorism. 

Bruce Hartford, of the local chapter of the Na- 
tional Writer’s Union, which organized a 
demonstration in front of a downtown B. Dalton 
store, put the case more cogently: ‘‘If terrorists 
realize they can terrorize the country’s biggest 
book chains, they will start doing that as a regular 
modus operandi. It will become as popular as hi- 
jacking airliners.’’ 

Thus, the chains have translated censorship-by- 
terrorism into censorship in the local marketplace, 
symbolized by an unsigned pull-the-books memo 
going out by computer from Waldenbooks head- 
quarters in Stamford, Connecticut, with a 
stonewalling directive to stores: ‘‘Do not answer 
any media inquiries and do not give your name. Just 
say no comment. This is our corporate statement.’ 

If Khomeini succeeds in this censorship-by-ter- 
rorism attack on the First Amendment, which ter- 
rorist and which target will be next? And, once the 
Humpty Dumpties of bookselling have demon- 
strated how easily and quickly they buckle, why 
won’t politicians, big corporations or pressure 


Fe BAD ENOUGH that Iran’s Ayatollah 


groups update and renew their political and eco- 
nomic death threats to their enemies who exercise 
their constitutionally protected rights to freely 
speak, write, assemble and criticize? 

Khomeini has scored a knockout punch of un- 
precedented proportions against the biggest and 
most powerful bookselling chains in the U.S., with 
their hotshot marketing departments, their compu- 
terized inventories, their centralized power to sell 
mountains of books nationwide. 

As William Safire pointed out in the Feb. 20th 
New York Times, “‘asystem that centralizes creates 
the power to suppress.”” 

Let’s now help push the backlash to the il- 
luminating issue: The big book chains, with their 
mass selling power and now their mass capitulation 
power, have demonstrated yet again the value of 
the independent bookstore and the necessity to 
help it flourish in the marketplace. 

When shoppers come into a K-Mart store, they 
sooner or later will hear booming from the micro- 
phone: ‘‘Attention K-Mart shoppers.’’ Then the 
pitch for the product of the moment. Let’s give the 
local Waldenbooks/K-Mart store the message to 
send back to the executives at headquarters: ‘‘At- 
tention, K-Mart management: If K-Mart can’t de- 
fend its writers, publishers and readers in the First 
Amendment trenches, then K-Mart better stick 
with discount lingerie and tires.’ Meanwhile, let’s 
buy some books from our local independent book- 
stores that aren’t afraid to sell books. Whether it’s 
newspapers, broadcast stations or bookstores, the 
First Amendment is best protected through diversity. 





PS: Both San Francisco outlets of B. Dalton books reported 
having sold out their last copies of The Satanic Verses before they 
were told to pull it from their shelves. Neither was willing to 
speculate on whether they would be carrying the book in the 
Suture, though one store manager said “‘I think we will.”’ 

A survey of all eight Bay Area Waldenbooks showed that all are 
sold out of the book. They all said that it is on order and will be 
sold from a waiting list if they get it in from the printer. Some said 
that they would put it back on the shelves if and when it comes in, 
others said they would not. Were any of them scared? Nobody we 
talked to said they were. Bravo. 


Read his lips: No new buses 


E’D BE the last to argue that San Fran- 

cisco’s budget has no more fat. City Hall is 

full of waste, full of agencies with dozens 
of well-paid managers and professional employees 
who do little or no useful work. 

There’s no question: Art Agnos could make a siz- 
able dent in the looming budget deficit by elimi- 
nating some of the waste in city govenment. But 
we’re already getting clear signs that the mayor’s 
“no new taxes” budget will involve very little in- 
creased efficiency — and a lot of damaging reduc- 
tions in the services San Franciscans need and expect. 

A clear case in point: Muni. 

Running a decent public transit system is expen- 
sive. It’s also eminently worthwhile. Good, affor- 
dable mass transit helps everyone, from low- 
income people who need to get around town and 
can’t afford a car to big downtown corporations 
that depend on reliable transit to get their 
employees to work on time. Providing good transit 
is also an extremely important environmental 
policy. San Francisco ought to be doing all it can to 
discourage people from using private vehicles that 
clog the streets, create parking and traffic prob- 
lems, waste energy and pollute the air. 

San Francisco’s Muni system is already in serious 
trouble. Fares are too high. There aren’t enough 
buses and light rail vehicles to handle demand, so 
they’re overcrowded during much of the day. In 
many parts of town, it’s not unusual to wait 30 
minutes or more for a bus during off-peak hours. 

In fact, the failures of the Muni system are one 
of the primary reasons more and more San Fran- 
ciscans are turning to private cars and the traffic, 
parking and air pollution are getting worse. 

According to preliminary budget reports, Muni 
officials say they need a significant increase in 
General Fund allocations to keep service at its cur- 
rent level in most parts of the city and make a few 
badly needed improvements. But Agnos_ has 


warned Muni that it, like every other city agency, 
will probably be facing a cutback of at least 10 per- 
cent in next year’s budget. 

Like every other city agency, Muni has some in- 
efficiency. But the agency shows little apparent in- 
terest in cutting back on management positions, 
outside consulting or other inefficient spending. 
Instead, Muniis going to cut service again. A situa- 
tion that is already bad is going to get worse. 

Muni needs more money, not less. And there are 
ample sources for that new revenue. Transit Ad- 
vocate Howard Strassner has identified a total of 
$55 million in new revenues the city could poten- 
tially gain from increased fees on services related to 
private vehicle use in the city. The San Francisco 
voters, for example, have already authorized a 
one-cent increase in the gas tax — but the Board of 
Supervisors has not implemented it. That alone 
could bring in $3 million. 

With increased parking fees, parking meter rates 
and parking garage taxes and better fine collec- 
tions, Strassner estimates the mayor and the super- 
visors could come up with $35 million. With a vote 
of the people, the city could increase the gas tax 
and parking tax even further — and bring in as 
much as $20 million more. 

If the mayor disputes those numbers, or dis- 
agrees with some of Strassner’s proposals, fine — 
let him find other ways to raise Muni revenue. An 
annual transit assessment fee for downtown build- 
ing Owners (as opposed to our current one-time 
fee) would be a good place to start. 

But we see few signs that the mayor is interested 
in raising new city revenue — for Muni, for public 
health, for AIDS research, for parks and recrea- 
tion, for libraries or for any of the other services the 
city needs to fund. Like George Bush, Agnos is 
sticking to his “‘no new taxes’’ pledge — and like 
Bush, Agnos and his constituents are headed for 
some serious trouble.

Political-party rights 

Your article about Jerry Brown’s mystery money 
in the Feb. 8th Bay Guardian takes it for granted 
that it’s just a “‘glaring loophole’”’ that no state law 
requires disclosure of campaign funds for party of- 
fice. 

I have a different opinion. Political parties 
aren’t arms of the government, and in my opinion, 
it would violate the First Amendment for the gov- 
ernment to tell any political party that candidates 
for party office must reveal the sources of cam- 
paign funds. 

Judge William A. Norris, one of the best 9th cir- 
cuit judges, wrote a stirring defense of the right of 
political parties to structure themselves as they see 
fit, in San Francisco County Democratic Central 
Committee v. Eu (1987). The California Attorney 
General appealed to the U.S. Supreme Court, 
which heard arguments in the case on Dec. Sth. A 
decision will probably be out within the next 30 
days. (Judge Norris also wrote the terrific decision 
telling the U.S. Army that it had no right to kick 
Perry Watkins out just because he was gay.) 

Political parties are supposed to be arms of the 
people, and the people sometimes need political 
privacy against the government. The Democratic 
Party ought to have its own rule, mandating that 
candidates for party office reveal the sources of 
their funds. But it would be a mistake for the 
government to dictate such arule. Can you imagine 
the government dictating to other progressive 
organizations that their internal leadership elec- 
tions had to reveal their funding sources? 

One of the greatest First Amendment victories 
ever was NAACP v. Alabama (1958), in which the 
state of Alabama was told that it could not require 
the NAACP to open up its books and reveal the 
sources of its funds and the names of its members. 

Even if you disagree with me, you’d be inter- 
ested to read the San Francisco Dem. decision, 
especially since it will be in the news in a few weeks, 
when the U.S. Supreme Court decision comes out.

Prop. 96 irony: San 
Francisco's Michael 
Hennessey was the only 
sheriff in the state to oppose 
Proposition 96, last year's 
successful ballot measure that 
permits court-ordered HIV 
testing on crime suspects and 
people who attack emergency 
personnel.

(GUERRILLA GIRLS 
JUDGE LOCAL 
GALLERIES FOR 
MALE BIAS 


HUNDREDS OF women artists, educa- 
tors and other arts professionals gathered 
at the San Francisco Hilton last week for 
the 1989 Women’s Caucus for Art 
National Conference, a week of seminars, 
gallery tours and presentations with titles 
like ‘‘Women Artists in the California 
Landscape”’ and ‘‘Community 
Building/Leadership Training.’’ The 
hallways outside the conference rooms 
were the site of impromptu picnics with 
clusters of women breaking out their 
brown-bag lunches, sharing sandwiches, 
slides and business cards. 

Into this little corner of networking 
heaven, the Guerrilla Girls burst with the 
news that there’s still plenty to be angry 
about. 

In a Feb. 14th presentation, two women 
from Guerrilla Girls West announced the 
ten Bay Area galleries with the best and 
the worst representation of women artists. 
Dressed in black with gorilla masks con- 
cealing their faces, the Guerrilla Girls gave 
members of the audience gorilla masks, 
photocopied and pasted on popsicle sticks, 
and then launched into a multimedia 
denunciation of sexism in the art world. 

In keeping with the spirit of Valentine’s 
Day, the Girls presented Valentines to the 
Bay Area galleries that had the best repre- 
sentation of women, and toy gorillas that 
shot sparks out of their mouths to the gal- 
leries that had the worst record. The rank- 
ings were made by sifting through the past 
year of Artweek’s listings of Bay Area gal- 
lery openings and counting the number of 
women’s names versus the number of 
men’s. 

Coming in as the gallery that repre- 
sented the most women artists was Terrain, 
with 85 percent. Clocking in last was the 
Ianetti-Lanzone Gallery with only five 
percent women artists. Surprisingly, two 
of the ten worst offenders, Capp Street 
Project and Artspace, have women 
directors. 

Susan Miller, program director for 
Capp Street, cautioned about putting the 
Guerrilla Girl’s findings in perspective. 
“You have to realize that the listings in 
Artweek are paid listings, and sometimes 
the paper can leave something out. Most 
intelligent programs are aware of discrim- 
ination and are trying to do something 
about it.”” 

The Guerrilla Girls looked at only a year 
of visual arts listings, but after looking 
through a list of all the artists that will 
have participated at Capp Street from 1984 
through the summer of 1989, Miller called 
the Bay Guardian to report that the figures 
for all five years were 20 women and 22 
men. ‘‘It’s too bad,”’ she said, ‘‘because 
we really like them [the Guerrilla Girls] 
and have no problem at all with what 
they’re doing, but there are so many ways 
that the information could be wrong.” 

Guerrilla Girls West is patterned after a 
self-styled “‘terrorist group” that started in 
1985 and tirelessly postered New York with 
photocopied statistics about galleries, art 
critics and collectors that discriminated 
against women. Their activities have since 
inspired other women across the country 
to don gorilla masks and start speaking 


out against sexism. As one Guerrilla Girl 
said, ‘‘Women don’t realize that they have 
lost ground since the ’70s. Young people 
don’t have the battle scars; women are 
resting on their laurels.’ And meanwhile, 
the picture is getting grimmer for women 
artists. The Guerrilla Girls’ statistics show 
that the representation of women artists 
has actually dropped at the SF Museum of 
Modern Art with each successive president 
since the early 1980s. 

After announcing the ten galleries that 
had the fewest number of women artists, 
they recommended a variety of ways that 
women could begin to fight back. In 
addition to buying work by women artists, 
a Guerrilla Girl advised, ‘‘when you go to 
a gallery, check out the number of women 
artists. If there aren’t enough represented, 
tell them so — sign the guest book ‘Guer- 
rilla Girl,’ and they’ll know that they’re 
being watched. You could be anyone, you 
could even work there, but they won’t 
know that.”’ 

Because the Guerrilla Girls insist on 
complete anonymity, they can’t be reached 
by phone, but they do have an address 
where supporters can send contributions 
or write to receive information. Write to 
Guerrilla Girls West, Conscience of the 
Art World, PO Box 882042, SF 94188.

‘THE CHRON ON 
HAYDEN/ FONDA 
— NEW STANDARD 
IN SLEAZE? 


IT’S NOT surprising that the marital prob- 
lems of Tom Hayden and Jane Fonda made 
front-page news in all the local dailies — 
after all, Tom and Jane are bona fide 
celebrities, even in Northern California, and 
daily newspaper editors like nothing better 
than a good celebrity divorce. 

But the San Francisco Chronicle’s 
coverage of the story was not just 
sensational — it was a journalistic 
disgrace. Reporters for the Examiner and 
the San Jose Mercury News managed to 
do tasteful, if a bit overblown, reports. 
Jerry Roberts at the Chron did not. 

Roberts’ report contained several 
completely gratuitous references to 
Fonda’s more raunchy films and to the 
couple’s sex life and at times read as if the 
editors had demanded as many mentions 
of Fonda’s naked body as Roberts could 
possibly fit in the story.

Roberts went so far as to quote a 
passage in Hayden’s biography, 
“Reunion,”’ in which the assemblyman 
noted he had been ‘‘sexually aroused’’ by 
Fonda’s performance in ‘‘Barbarella.’’ He 
also quoted some of Hayden’s 
recollections of the couple’s early sexual 
encounters — material none of the other 
local reporters covering the story gave even 
passing reference. 

Even by San Francisco daily newspaper 
standards, the Hayden Fonda story was as- 
tounding — but then, maybe the Chron 
folks are just trying to get in practice. We 
hear the National Enquirer is up for sale.

JUDGE ORDERS 
ANTLABORTION 
CLINIC TO END 
DECEPTIONS 


A SAN Francisco Superior Court judge 
has ordered a local ‘‘anti-abortion clinic”’ 
to stop representing itself as a pregnancy 
testing center, since it subjects women who 
come for testing to a session of heavy- 
handed counseling against abortion. 

In a Feb. 8th decision, Judge 
Thomas Dandurand enjoined the clinic, A 
Free Pregnancy Center on Van Ness, 
from false advertising and deceiving the 
public. ‘The clinic cannot represent that it 
is anything other than an anti-abortion 
center,’’ said Robert Perez, assistant in 
charge of the consumer and environmental 
protection unit of the San Francisco 
District Attorney’s Office. 

Previously, a Free Pregnancy Center 
had advertised in the Yellow Pages under 
such headings as ‘‘Clinics,’’ ‘‘Birth 
Control Information Centers’’ and 
‘Family Planning Centers,’’ although 
counselors at the clinic did not offer 
family planning information, medical 
treatment or advice about all the 
alternatives a pregnant woman faces. 

Instead, a July 18th, 1986 Bay Guardian 
story revealed, counselors used psychologi- 
cal scare tactics to convince unsuspecting 
pregnant women not to have abortions. 
Counselors exaggerated the medical and 
psychological risks of abortion and 
showed women who visited the center a 
slideshow filled with gruesome images of 
aborted fetuses, stories of women who 
committed suicide after experiencing ‘‘the 
guilt of abortion’ and false information 
about the medical hazards of abortion. 
The slideshow was represented as having 
been made by the Mayo Clinic, which 
Mayo Clinic representatives denied. 

The court ruled that the anti-abortion 
center could not show women the slide- 
show without preceeding it with a dis- 
claimer describing the minimal risks asso- 
ciated with abortion, according to Perez. 

The judge also prohibited the Pearson 
Foundation, a Catholic nationwide anti- 
abortion organization, from “‘aiding, 
abetting and furnishing the means for 
deceiving the public.’’ The foundation 
publishes books detailing ‘‘the Pearson 
Method”’ of setting up deceptive 
pregnancy testing centers in order to 
convince vulnerable pregnant women not 
to have abortions. According to Perez, 
this was the first ruling against the 
Pearson Foundation, which claims to run 
approximately 200 anti-abortion centers

nationwide. The ruling could halt the ac- 
tivities of between 12 and 14 Pearson- 
funded centers in California. Already, ac- 
cording to Assistant District Attorney 
David Moon, two Bay Area centers ‘‘have 
changed their whole approach and stopped 
using Pearson tactics.’’ 

Additionally, the Lourdes Foundation, 
which runs A Free Pregnancy Center, was 
enjoined from engaging in the unlicensed 
placement of children for adoption. In one 
case, a twelve-year-old girl from Mission 
High School, who came in to the center 
intending to have an abortion, was con- 
vinced to have the baby and illegally give it 
up for adoption to a family affiliated with 
the center. Representatives from the center 
had given the school principal and the 
girl’s mother a letter saying that she had 
won a scholarship to Hawaii for several 
months, when actually she was in a San 
Francisco home waiting to have the child. 

The center, and other anti-abortion 
centers like it, had targeted young teenage 
women, many of whom can’t afford preg- 
nancy tests, are unwilling to talk to their 
parents and more readily believe the 
center counselors’ falsely authoritative 
information. ‘“They were really deceived 
about the true nature of what was going 
on,”’ said Perez. After this ruling, he 
noted, ‘‘the centers can’t do anything but 
tell the truth.’ ;

COMMISSION 
CLEARED TO 
OVERRULE CHIEF 
ON HUERTA CASE 


A LONG-AWAITED city attorney’s 
opinion released Feb. 14th clearly and un- 
equivocally asserts that the San Francisco 
Police Commission has the right to 
overrule the police chief on disciplinary 
decisions. The ruling has put the divisive 
issue of how to respond to the Dolores 
Huerta beating back on the political front 
burner. 

Civil liberties activists have called for the 
commission to order Chief Frank Jordan 
to file charges against the officer 
implicated in the Huerta incident. And the 
Police Officers Association has announced 
it will sue the city if the commission takes 
that action. 

The debate over the commission’s role 
in department disciplinary policies arose 
Dec. 14th, when Jordan announced that 
no action would be taken against officer 
Francis Achim, who had been charged 
with using “unnecessary force’’ while 
dispersing a crowd during a Sept. 14th 
demonstration at Union Square. 

Huerta, the vice president of the United 
Farm Workers Union, was struck by a 
police baton and seriously injured during 
the demonstration, and KRON-TV video- 
tapes show an officer repeatedly striking 
protesters in the area where Huerta was 
standing. 

The Office of Citizen Complaints, the 
city’s civilian police watchdog agency, 
conducted a full investigation into the 
incident and sustained charges of unnec-

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essary force against Achim.When Jordan 
announced he was taking no disciplinary 
action, the commission asked the City 
Attorney’s Office whether it had the 
power to overrule the chief and take 
disciplinary action on its own. 

Eight weeks later, the City Attorney’s 
Office confirmed what had always seemed 
abundantly clear in the City Charter: That 
the commission, in the words of the 
Charter, ‘‘shall have the power and duty 
to organize, reorganize and manage the 
Police Department.”’ 

The opinion, authored by Deputy City 
Attorneys John E. Morris and Buck 
Delventhal, lists four options the 
commission can choose from in disci- 
plinary cases. The commission can request 
that the chief explain his decision not 
to discipline the officer, can order the 
chief to reconsider his decision, can 
conduct its own investigation under certain 
conditions or — and perhaps most impor- 
tant — it can order the chief to file a com- 
plaint against the officer. 

John Crew, an attorney who heads the 
ACLU’s Police Practices Project, told the 
Bay Guardian the commission should dis- 
miss all but the last option, since the other 
three have already been effectively ex- 
hausted. ‘‘Basically, the only option the 
commission has is to order the chief to file 
a complaint,’’ he said. ‘‘The chief already 
explained his decision when he announced 
it, and it doesn’t seem likely that he will 
reconsider his decision.”’ 

Crew also said he thinks the opinion 
broke no new legal ground. ‘‘We have 
always maintained that the commission 
has the power to direct the chief in this 
matter,’ he said: “‘Two previous city 
attorney opinions, one in 1956 and one in 
1969 — both of which were cited in this 
opinion — reached the same conclusion.” 

Crew said the issue of the commission’s 
power goes far beyond the ability to over- 
tule the chief of police. ‘‘This issue is not 
about overruling the chief,’’ he said. ‘‘It is 


about whether the commission is going to 
do its job as the City Charter intended.” 

Crew argued that the commission’s 
mandate requires that it take an active role 
in overseeing the department. ‘‘A com- 
mission system is the public’s way of 
saying that we want civilians to run our 
departments — it’s democracy,” he said. 
“Tf the commission is not going to do that, 
if it’s only going to be a rubber stamp for 
the chief of police, why have it at all?” 

But if the commission takes the option 
Crew suggested, it must face political — 
and legal — pressure from the powerful 
Police Officers Association. POA Presi- 
dent Bob Barry has repeatedly said that his 
organization will file a lawsuit against the 
commission if it orders the chief to 
discipline Achim. ‘‘We will be in court the 
next day,”’ he told the Bay Guardian. 

According to Barry, the only option the 
commission has is to ask the chief to 
explain his decision. “‘That is as far as they 
can go,”’ he said. 

Barry also said the public cannot be 
privy to the discussions. ‘“They can’t do 
that in public,’’ he said. ‘‘They have to do 
that in closed session because it’s a 
personnel matter.’” 

But one attorney close to the proceed- 
ings, who asked not to be named, told the 
Bay Guardian that the forum for the 
discussions with the chief is up to the com- 
mission. ‘‘The law allows them to go into 
closed session, but does not require it,’’ he 
said. 

Crew argued that any action the com- 
mission takes should be done in public. 
“If they vote to hold a disciplinary 
hearing, they should do so openly,’’ he 
said. “‘If they choose to question the chief, 
they should do so in public. ”’ 

Open discussions, he said, would be 
consistent with the commission’s earlier 
consideration of matter. ‘‘After all, both 
the chief and the POA read their initial 
statements on the subject in public. Why 
does the POA now want discussions 
shrouded in secrecy?’’ he asked.

THE BOARD of Permit 
Appeals voted 4-0 Feb. 15th to 
allow the exclusive Hamlin 
school to continue to hold 
weekend parties at its classy 
digs high atop Pacific Heights. 

The school — attended by 
the children of the city’s elite 
— has a special exemption 
that allows it to rent space for 
100 parties per year, four 
times the allowable limit of any 
other school in the city. 

Attorney Sue Hestor, 
representing beleaguered and 
annoyed local residents, said 
she will take the matter to 
court. Area residents have 
complained of excessive 
traffic, noise and parking prob- 
lems when their neighborhood 
is invaded twice a week by 
Hamlin party-goers. 

Political pressure may well 
have had something to do with 
the decision. Hestor said City 
Attorney Louise Renne, whose 
daughters attended the 
school, held several meetings 
in her office on the subject, 
and her office delivered an 
opinion supporting Hamlin. 

As of press time, Renne had 
not returned Bay Guardian 
phone calls to discuss whether 
the meetings took place. 

A well-heeled crowd — 
sporting large, white Hamlin 
School buttons — left the 
hearing room amid a 
contented murmur. 

The four commissioners 
who voted to support Hamlin 
were Paul Melbostad, Victor 
Makras, Ester Marks and 
Beverly Prior.

REDEVELOPMENT 
AGENCY — MORE 
HARM THAN 
GOOD? 


THE SAN FRANCISCO Redevelopment 
Agency begins its budget hearings Feb. 
28th, and the future of the agency’s role in 
providing affordable housing could hang 
in the balance. 

Redevelopment officials have acknow- 
ledged that the agency’s original purposes 
— urban renewal and blight clearance — 
are no longer applicable to San Francisco. 
In fact, it is increasingly apparent that 
many, if not most, of the agency’s efforts 
since 1949 have done more harm than 
good. Housing activists argue that the 
agency should either change its role and 
direction or close its doors. 

One useful function the agency could 
provide, housing experts say, is to issue 
tax-increment bonds to subsidize afford- 
able housing in the city, where the average 
price of a home has risen to $238,000. 
Tax-increment bonds are paid off with the 
increased tax revenue generated by 
developing a piece of land. 

Community activist Calvin Welch told 
the Bay Guardian that Redevelopment 
Agency subsidies are key to the con- 
struction of badly needed affordable 
housing. ‘‘The only way to build 
affordable housing in San Francisco is to 
provide subsidies to the developer,’’ he 
said. ‘‘There is no other way.” 

The Redevelopment Agency has re- 
ceived substantial support from the city’s 
General Fund over the last two years, and 
the agency’s budget hearings will give a 
strong indication of whether Agnos and 
his commissioners are prepared to imple- 
ment a major reorganization of the 
agency.

SFCCD HOLDS 
FIRST [THURSDAY 
NIGHT MEETING 


ON FEB. 23rd, the San Francisco 
Community College Board conducts its 
first Thursday night meeting. The board’s 
traditional Tuesday night time slot 
conflicted with the meetings of the San 
Francisco School Board, a factor many 
critics claimed helped keep attendance at 
College Board meetings low. Meeting on 
Tuesday night also kept media scrutiny to 
a minimum — both daily papers in San 
Francisco have just one ‘‘education”’ 
reporter, and those reporters almost 
always attended the School Board 
meetings. 

If the College Board’s reaction during 
the iast six months to the presence of a 
single Bay Guardian reporter is any 
indication, increased media scrutiny could 
provide a real spark to the lethargic seven- 
member group. 

Among the items on the agenda: The 
district’s affirmative action plan, which 
has been batted around by the board but 
never finalized. Critics of the board claim 
that hiring, firing and promotional 


decisions are based more on patronage 
than on qualifications. Clear guidelines for 
these areas could begin to improve the 
situation. 

Newly elected board member Robert 
Varni — who ran as a reform candidate in 
last fall’s election — should be watched 
closely to see if he lives up to his promises 
to improve the district’s delivery of 
educational service to some 60,000 
students.

ASSESSMENT 
HEARING FOR 
MISSION BAY 


THE SF ASSESSMENT Appeals Board 
begins hearings Feb. 22nd to set tax roll 
assessments for the Mission Bay properties 
owned by Santa Fe Pacific Realty Corp. 
The hearings could last as long as a 
month, although the process may be 
shortened if the city reaches a settlement 
with the powerful developer. The outcome 
will have immense impact on both the 
city’s finances and the future of the 
Mission Bay project (see story, page 15).

PERMIT APPEALS 
TO DECIDE ON 
"TALDAN'S TOWER 


THE SF BOARD of Permit Appeals 
decides March Ist whether to allow Taldan 
Investment Co. to build a 15-story condo 
project in the heart of a Chinatown 
neighborhood dominated by two and 
three-story buildings — and tenant 
activists will be watching closely. 

Three of the four commissioners 
allowed to vote on the matter — 
Commissioner Beverly Prior has a conflict 
since she once worked for Taldan — have 
indicated that they will not issue the 
necessary permits and will force the 
Planning Commission to settle the issue. 
However, Agnos appointee Victor Makras 
has not taken a public position on the 
matter and four no votes are needed to 
deny the permits. 

At stake is more than just one project in 
Chinatown. Taldan owns property all over 
the city, and if it is denied these permits, 
its founder, Zev Ben-Simon, may get the 
message that future projects have to 
answer to community concerns.

PRESS BOX 


A socialist at the Wall Street Journal

F::: STARK evidence that computers do not create a 








paperless office, walk into any newsroom. There are 

computers on the desks of reporters and editors at 
virtually every newspaper in the United States; there are also 
enough precarious stacks of old newspapers, press releases, 
magazines and government reports to give the average fire 
marshal apoplexy. 

Normally, very few of these shrines to St. Packrat include a 
copy of Monthly Review, a socialist magazine with a circula- 
tion of 7,000 and a regular menu of thoughtful but dry articles 
about politics, economics and culture. But now, a UC at Berke- 
ley journalism professor’s two-part series in the magazine is 
turning up on more and more of those stacks, and sparking 
journalistic and political debate around the country. 

In the series, entitled ‘‘Boring from within the bourgeois 
press’’ and published in the November and December 1988 
issues of MR, A. Kent MacDougall comes, as he putsit, ‘‘out 
of the ideological closet at last.”” MacDougall writes that he is 
a socialist, a fellow who says ‘‘Karl Marx may be my all-time 
favorite journalist.”” 

At first blush, that’s hardly an item worth 9,000 words in 
Monthly Review. But while there are lots of socialists 
around, especially in the Bay Area, not very many teach at 
respected journalism schools. Fewer still were reporters for 
24 years at the Wall Street Journal and The Los Angeles 
Times. MacDougall was. 

The political right reacted with predictable horror to the 
thought of a critic of capitalism at the Wall Street Journal. 
Reed Irvine of Accuracy in Media howled that MacDougall’s 
confession ‘‘shows once more how easy it is to hoodwink our 
media elite,’ while the weekly Human Events warned that it 
“raise[s] concerns about the ability of Marxist agents to 
penetrate the mainstream media.”’ 

On the left, Robert Scheer, author and national affairs 
correspondent for the Los Angeles Times, who is a former 
editor of Ramparts, attacked MacDougall as a sort of 
poseur, bellowing that he had worked with MacDougall at 
the Times for years and never had an inkling of the man’s 
politics. And Alexander Cockburn, the columnist for The 
Nation who fancies himself the journalistic conscience of the 
American left, slammed MacDougall in a recent Wall Street 
Journal column for hiding his politics for so long, calling him 
“Walter Mitty-ish’’ and writing that MacDougall’s message 
is ‘keep your views to yourself and slink about the shadows 
until you’ve got it made.” 

Within the media itself, where the right of reporters and 
editors to express or even have political beliefs has long been 
a point of debate, MacDougall’s former editors defended his 
excellence and professionalism as a reporter — and then fell 
all over each other in the rush to distance themselves from his 
politics and criticize his assumption that he had somehow put 
one over on them. 

The reactions to MacDougall’s series may seem like so 
much intellectual preening, the kind of overblown fight that 
fills the letters column of The New York Review of Books 
each issue. But the series — and the subsequent coverage of it 
in Time, the Los Angeles Times and the Chronicle, and other 
publications — brings up issues of real importance for any- 
one who consumes media in the United States. 

For years, Reed Irvine and his cohorts on the political right 
have complained that liberal reporters and editors control 
the media, while Alexander Cockburn and his comrades on 
the left have pointed to the big-business, conservative bent of 
U.S. publishers and radio and television station owners — 
who, after all, own the media. 

Many press critics on both the left and right assume that 


overt ideology is the primary driving force behind what you 
read in the daily paper or see on the nightly news. 

But readers of the MR series who can fight their way past 
MacDougall’s often smarmy self-congratulatory tone find 
that this lifelong Marxist believes that these media critics mis- 
understand how newsrooms actually work. ‘‘Few’’ editors at 
large newspapers are “‘conscious ideologues,”’ he writes, and 
his experience shows that for most editors, ‘‘a good story is one 
that is read and commented upon, whatever its message.’ 

As MacDougall found out, that’s not to say that editors are 
anxious to print stories that end up calling, implicitly or ex- 
plicitly, for radical transformation of U.S. society. But it is to 
say that the main problems with mainstream media are not 
passionately and overtly held ideological positions, but rather 
editorial and reportorial laziness; a fascination with the trap- 
pings of power; an unwillingness to challenge cultural assump- 
tions; and an unconscious belief that what government of- 
ficials say is more valid than what government critics say. 

It’s not a pretty picture, and it’s certainly not free of 
questions of ideology and ownership. It’s reasonable to 
assume, for instance, that newsroom laziness might be 
diminished if there were more real media competition, and 
less concentration of the country’s media resources in fewer 
and fewer hands. 

But it’s a less rigid system than the casual newspaper 
reader might expect. It means that people like MacDougall 
can write for major daily newspapers, as he did, stories on 
socialist economists, corruption in U.S. client states in Latin 
America and sabotage by disgruntled workers in U.S. facto- 
ries. It also means a reporter can occasionally prepare, as 
MacDougall did, a long Pulitzer-nominated series on the 
distribution of wealth. 

MacDougall’s stories had to be well-researched, well- 
written and colorful — perhaps more so than more standard 
newspaper fare. They were that, and they were published, in 
part because MacDougall fought for them and in part be- 
cause his editors figured the stories would sell papers and in- 
crease the newspaper’s (and thus the editor’s) prestige. 

For Bay Area residents, MacDougall’s thesis raises a dis- 
turbing question, one that Press Box will take a look at next 
week: If he is right, and the way newspapers and TV news 
shows are put together is more flexible than the product 
would indicate, why don’t local media do a better job reflect- 
ing the political, class, racial and cultural diversity of San 
Francisco, the Bay Area and the United States. 

Put another way: What’s written on all that paper piled up 
on those highly flammable desks, anyway? 


This just in: Lost in the hoopla over Sports Illustrated’s 
25th anniversary swimsuit issue a couple weeks back was the 
issue SJ published the very next week. In an obvious attempt 
to deflect some of the criticism thrown the magazine’s way 
for uncovering nubile models instead of covering women 
athletes, the Feb 20 SJ featured a short piece about leaders of 
the women’s sports movement meeting with President Bush, 
a two-page article on the U.S. Figure Skating Champion- 
ships that focused almost entirely on women skaters and a 
three-page roundup of the week in college women’s 
basketball, in place of the regular section on men’s hoops. 
Nice move, as a basketball junkie would say. But it still 
smacks of tokenism, and probably will until the best maga- 
zine in America starts promoting its coverage of women 
athletes with one-tenth of the resources it pours into the 
swimsuit issue... . |

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BERKELEY'S FIFTH STREET: 


WHERE 
REDEVELOPMENT 
ACTUALLY WORKED 


Berkeley has transformed 
its Redevelopment Agency from a 
neighborhood-wrecker to a 
national model for building affordable 
housing in urban neighborhoods

N THESE dark, depressing post- 

Reaganomics days, it seems asifa 

house is never just ahome. Hous- 

ing is real estate, an investment, 

something to be bought and sold 
for speculative profit. 

In cities across the nation, specula- 
tors have driven housing prices skyward 
— and federal housing subsidies have 
gone through the floor. Some neighbor- 
hoods have become so gentrified almost 
nobody can afford to live there. Others 
have collapsed into disrepair. And there 
is less and less in between. 

The burden of creating and preserv- 
ing affordable housing and rebuilding 
crumbling neighborhoods is increas- 
ingly falling to the cities — and given 
the history of most city redevelopment 
and public housing efforts, that’s not a 
cheering thought. 

In other words, the prognosis for 
housing renovation and neighborhood 
development these days does not look 
all that good. 

There are, however, some remark- 
able bright spots on the horizon — and 
one of them is right here in the Bay 
Area. Along Fifth Street in West 
Berkeley, city officials and community 
activists have used the much-maligned 
redevelopment agency concept to 
transform a depressed, depopulated 
area into a national model for decent, 
affordable housing. 

Berkeley’s Fifth Street redevelop- 
ment project followed the outlines of a 
model that progressive housing ac- 
tivists increasingly cite as the best and 
possibly the only feasible way to bring 
the costs of housing back to a level that 
most Americans can actually afford. 
The basic idea is called ‘‘social 
housing’’ — housing that is privately 
owned, but built with creative public 
financing that ensures it will stay free of 
speculative pressures and remain afford- 
able for many generations to come. 

Several Bay Area cities, including 
San Francisco, have made some forays 
in the direction of social housing. But 
few, if any, can point to a project as 
successful as Berkeley’s Fifth Street. 

Combining innovative financing 
schemes, strict public oversight,and a 
certain amount of luck, Berkeley has 
managed to turn nine empty, boarded- 
up hulks into attractive, comfort- 
able, sound single and two-family 
houses in a project that allows low- 
income people to become homeowners 
for as little as $300 a month. 


HE VACANT houses of 

Fifth Street were them- 

selves the result of a failed 

redevelopment plan, a 

proposal some 20 years 
ago to build an industrial park in West 
Berkeley. 

The neighborhood, bounded by 
University Avenue on the south, Cedar 
Street to the north, Sixth Street to the 
east and East Shore Frontage Road on 


the west, is the oldest in Berkeley, 
established in the 1880s around the 
same time as the university. Its small, 
clapboard, single-family houses had a 
quaint feel, and around the time the re- 
development plan was established, the 
area, also known as Ocean View, was 
providing decent low-income housing 
for a largely black and Hispanic 
population. 

When redevelopment came along, 
the owners and tenants were bought 
out, and the houses were slated to be 
bulldozed. Local opposition to the 
destruction of low-income housing was 
intense — demonstrators sat in the path 
of bulldozers, lobbied the City Council 
and eventually, in 1971, helped elect 
Mayor Warren Widener on a platform 
opposing the redevelopment plan. 

Once in power, Widener suddenly 
became the champion of redevelop- 
ment, and the betrayed activists turned 
to a citizens’ initiative demanding an 
end to the industrial redevelopment of 
West Berkeley and calling on the city to 
re-establish the mixed-use residential 
character of the neighborhood. The in- 
itiative was victorious, but was over- 
turned by the California Supreme 
Court, which ruled that, since the Re- 
development Agency was established 
by state law, a local initiative could not 
amend its plan. 

But the dream of a redeveloped in- 
dustrial park in West Berkeley never 
materialized. Constant local opposi- 
tion made the political situation 
unstable. More important, the land 
was still too expensive, especially com- 
pared with the prices other East Bay 
cities competing for industrial parks 
and the resulting tax base increase were 
offering. The neighborhood deterior- 
ated. Boarded-up houses sagged and 
crumbled. The area seemed to have no 
future. 

Finally, in 1979, Gus Newport, cam- 
paigning on a pledge to re-establish a 
residential Ocean View, defeated 
Widener for mayor, and a progressive 
majority on the City Council, in its role 
as the Redevelopment Agency, revised 
the redevelopment plan to stress resi- 
dential building with a commitment to 
affordable housing. 


HE TRANSFORMATION 

in the city’s political 

climate, at least as far as 

West Berkeley redevelop- 

ment went, was dramatic. 

Among those who were heading up the 

redevelopment effort, for example, 

was veteran housing activist Carole 

Norris, who 15 years ago was sitting in 

front of the West Berkeley redevelop- 
ment bulldozers. 

The city’s first project in the area was 

a public housing project — Ocean View 

Gardens, a group of 62 Section 8 

(federally subsidized) rental units com- 

pleted in 1982. Next came the Delaware 

Historic Project, a development of 19

FIFTH STREET'S 
UNLIKELY 
HOMEOWNERS

UYING A HOUSE in the 

Bay Area is a difficult prop- 

osition for almost everyone 

these days. For the new 

homeowners in Berkeley’s 
Fifth Street redevelopment project, it 
was, until recently, an impossible 
dream. 

Gregory Harrington’s family was 
displaced from the neighborhood back 
in the 1970s, when the area was slated 
for commercial development. A gar- 
dener, he lived in the neighborhood in 
the 1980s, moving from place to place, 
always hoping that he would be able to 
reclaim one of the old houses and fix it 
up. Having a house was “kind of along 
shot for me,’’ he says. 

Then the City of Berkeley decided 
to renovate some of the area’s remain- 
ing houses as single-family dwellings 
and help low-income families buy them 
(see accompanying story). The houses 
were awarded on the basis of a lottery, 
with preference given to displaced resi- 
dents. Harrington signed up and, in late 
1987, got a house. He moved in in 
December of last year, and is now 
waiting for his mother and other family 
members to join him. 

Cheryl Wade and Coleman Ahern, 
both disabled, were renting a cottage in 
Berkeley for $550. a month plus utilities, 
a price they couldn’t really afford, 
when they heard about the lottery. 
“We were at the bottom of the bottom, 
almost too poor to enter this,’? Wade 
says. However, with their disability 
payments and the income Ahern makes 





from his electrical repair business, they 
were able to make the minimum in- 
come requirements. They moved in in 
November of last year. 

Meeting the minimum income re- 
quirements was a problem several of 
the new residents faced. Harrington 
took a full-time job with the University 
of California, where before he had con- 
tracted out to work on private gardens. 
“T figured I’d better have a stable job if 
I wanted to get this house. I just barely 
made it, in terms of being able to afford 
moving in here. 

The new Fifth Street neighbors are 
aware that in many ways theirs is not a 
typical home-buying situation. Other 
homeowners don’t have the city 
holding part of their mortgage, or have 
restrictions on how much they can sell 
their houses for. And because they’re 
taking part in a new type of redevelop- 
ment project, their lives will be subject 
to some scrutiny. 

But the people we talked to all 
seemed to feel that, at least for now, the 
program is working quite well. All gave 
the city high marks for cooperation and 
consideration during the renovation 
period, and seemed to feel that the 
chance to own a home outweighed 
most inconveniences. 

“T can’t complain,’ Harrington 
says. “‘I’ve got a roof over my head, 
and it’s a beautiful one.’’ Wade agrees: 
“The opportunity to have your own 
home is amazing. 

“We'll never totally own it, but what 
homeowner does? This way, at least 


’ 
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we’re paying for our own roof, and the | 


landlord can’t up the rent.’ 


One advantage these residents have 
over most homeowners is that they 
know all their new neighbors pretty 
well, despite the fact that they’ve just 
moved in. During the renovation pro- 
cess, the city met with them as a group 
so that communications wouldn’t have 
to be repeated numerous times. And 
since they moved in, they’ve had a 
meeting to figure out what’s going on 
with some of the project’s details. 

The houses themselves, which date 
from the late 1800s to the 1920s, are 
beautiful. However, they were almost 
completely destroyed during the period 
when they stood vacant. Harrington, 
one of the few new residents who knew 
the area when he entered the lottery, 
says that ‘‘you wouldn’t have believed 
this neighborhood four years ago.”’ 

When Wade and Ahern won the lot- 
tery, they came to see their house for 
the first time and were “‘less than thrilled. 
It was a boarded-up shack surrounded 
by factories.’’ 

Although the new owners weren’t 
allowed to make major structural 
changes, the city did consult with them 
during the renovation period, and 
allowed them to change some design 
aspects — an especially important fac- 
tor in designing the houses set aside for 
disabled access. 

Wade, who uses a wheelchair, says 
the city was “‘very flexible about mak- 
ing design changes we requested, 
especially our suggestions about 
access.’’ In addition to such standard 
features as wheelchair ramps, raised 
electrical outlets and lowered light swit- 
ches and counters, Wade and Ahern 
asked the designers to open up the 
house, taking out as many hallways as 
possible, to make movement easier. 

“Because we never had accessible 
housing before, we didn’t know 
everything to ask for,’’ Wade says. 
“But I come from a place where you 
couldn’t even shut the bathroom door 
with a wheelchair in there.” 

Most of the houses also sit on 
sizable lots, with room for a lawn and 
two to three bedrooms. They have the 
high ceilings typical of older houses, 
and architectural details that make 
them distinct. ‘‘The details here are 
really nice — they make it a lot more 
livable than so many houses,’’ Wade 
says. 

The redevelopment program 
specified that the houses were to be 
family units, but according to Wade, 
the term ‘‘family’? was expanded 
beyond the traditional nuclear family 
concept to include gay couples, friends 
who had shared a dwelling for alengthy 
period of time, blood relatives — any 
group of people who seemed fairly 
stable as a unit. 

“This is especially good for the 
disabled, who tend not to have tradi- 
tional families,’’ Wade says. 

Not everything is ideal in the new 
neighborhood, of course. Several of 
the houses have drainage problems 
(which the city is dealing with), and all 
of the residents worry about the level of 
pollution in an area that’s still heavily 
industrial. ‘“‘When you’re living right 
across the street from a chemical fac- 
tory,’’ Harrington says, ‘‘you just 
don’t know’’ what you’re breathing 
every day. 

Wade is ‘‘a little nervous about it, 
but you’d be conning yourself if you 
think you’re safe anywhere in the city.”’ 

Queried about the usually notorious 
bureaucracy involved in any govern- 
ment-sponsored project, the residents 
respond that it was no worse than the 
red tape involved in any house-buying 
experience. 

“‘T’ve always felt that I’ve been able 
to get in touch with someone from the 
city when I wanted to,’’ Harrington 
says. ‘“‘There are always problems with 
any bureaucracy,’’ Wade adds, ‘‘but 
they’ve been very good. 

“They put lots of money into this 
project — a surprising amount of 
money — but then, this is Berkeley.’’

residential, 12 commercial and eight 
Section 8 units. 

Planners then turned their attention 
to a strip of vacant and deteriorating 
houses on Fifth Street. The staff at the 
city’s Housing and Redevelopment Di- 
vision, a department of the Redevelop- 
ment Agency charged with finding new 
ways of creating housing in Berkeley, at 
first wanted to add more units to the 
large back lots of these old houses. 
Staff members envisioned creating a 
small limited-equity co-op, rehabil- 
itating the existing structures and build- 
ing additional units either attached to 
these or free standing, thereby dou- 
bling the number of units. 

But the Project Area Committee, a 
citizens advisory group established by 
the Redevelopment Agency, was ada- 
mant about having at least one block 
that would look as if the industrial park 
redevelopment had never happened. 
The community wanted some single- 
family, owner-occupied houses. 

The first architect brought in to 
survey the situation estimated that 
rehabilitation of the nine houses would 
be so expensive that it would be cheaper 
to tear them down and rebuild. But 
both the city staff at the Housing and 
Redevelopment Division and the PAC 
insisted that the buildings had historic 
value, and wanted to retain them. 

So Norris and her colleagues went to 
work, reviewing the latest strategies in 
housing finance and trying to work out 
a method to renovate the Fifth Street 
houses for a price that would keep them 
truly affordable — with no money 
coming from the city’s General Fund. 

The strategy that came out of several 
months of brainstorming relied on a 
mix of federal loans and Redevelop- 
ment Agency funds. Money to rehabil- 
itate the houses was obtained through 
the federal Department of Housing and 
Urban Development’s Section 312 low- 
interest rehabilitation loan program. 
That brought in $33,500 for each 
single-family unit. Several houses were 
renovated as duplexes, and the federal 
program brought in $67,000 for each of 
them. The money was loaned at 4 per- 
cent for 20 years. 

Then, to assure the houses would ac- 
tually be affordable, the Redevelop- 
ment Agency decided to set the prices 
on the basis of the income of the 
buyers. A family buying one of the 
Fifth Street houses is expected to pay 30 
percent of its income to retire the HUD 
rehabilitation loan and a mortgage 
financed at 10 percent over 30 years. 

Ten percent of the combined cost of 
the HUD loan and the mortgage is 
needed as a down payment. The loan 
costs plus the down payment constitute 
the sale price of the house. 

For some homebuyers, like Cheryl 
Wade and Coleman Ahern, (see ac- 
companying story), the monthly pay- 
ments on the house come out to 
roughly $300. 


F COURSE, the sale 

price of the newly 

rehabilitated houses is 

far below the actual 

“‘market value.’’ So 
redevelopment officials added an addi- 
tional type of financing — a mandatory 
third mortgage, held by the city, that is 
set at the difference between the sale 
price of the house and its assessed 
market value. In most cases, that’s be- 
tween $40,000 and $80,000. 

By holding a third mortgage, the city 
can enforce its desire to keep these 
houses low-income for the long term. 
The third mortgage is deferred in- 
definitely, and the owner makes no 
payments unless and until he or she 
decides to sell the house. 

As long as the house is sold within the 
low-income stipulations of the deed, 
the mortgage need never be paid. But if 
the owner tries to sell the house at a pro- 


fit, this mortgage and its accumulated 
interest (12 percent compounded) 
come due in one lump payment, effec- 
tively squashing the speculative value 
of the property. 

Norris explained that the city’s at- 
torneys were not sure that simply 
writing resale restrictions into the deed 
would be sufficient to protect the 
houses from speculation. ‘‘If chal- 
lenged in court, where there are legal 
preferences for property rights, we 
weren’t sure it would necessarily hold 
up,”’ she told the Bay Guardian. ‘‘So 
we devised a financial arrangement to 
use as a ‘hammer’ to make sure there’s 
incentive to comply with the deed 
restrictions. We made it impractical to 
do otherwise.”’ 

Norris told the Bay Guardian the 
Redevelopment Agency has more than 
$500,000 in subsidies sunk in the pro- 
ject. ‘‘We’ve undergrounded the 
utilities, did the sidewalks and 
alleyways,’’ she said. ‘‘Given that 
much public expense we feel there 
should be a long-ierm benefit to the 
community, by making those houses 
available to continuing generations of 
low-income people.”’ The city devised a

lottery program, with a strict set of 
preferences that gave first rights to ap- 
ply for a house to people who had lived 
in the area and been displaced by the 
earlier redevelopment efforts. Berkeley 
residents were next in line, followed by 
all others. 

To qualify, applicants had to show 
that their income was between 50 and 80 
percent of the median income of 
Alameda County — that is, their in- 
comes had to be between about $20,000 
to $29,000 annually for a family of four. 
The minimum was necessary to show 
that applicants could continue to meet 
the financial obligations of the program. 

The winners of the duplexes were to 
rent the second units to other qualify- 
ing low-income people, giving pref- 
erence to Section 8 certificate holders 
or renting to low-income people at 30 
percent of their income. 

Consistent with Berkeley’s commit- 
ment to its sizable disabled community, 
one of the houses and two of the rental 
units are fully wheelchair accessible. 


OR A government construc- 

tion project, things went sur- 

prisingly smoothly. The lot- 

tery was held in August 1987, 

financing applications to 
HUD were done in September, money 
was in place in November and construc- 
tion began in December of that year. 
Where there was just a bunch of bummed 
out shells, a kind of Bronx in Berkeley, 
there now stands a row of beautiful, 
shining new houses. There is still a little 
finishing work to do on most of them, 
but all but one are now occupied. 

The lucky winners of the lottery for 
the disabled access house are Cheryl 
Wade and Coleman Ahern. ‘‘When we 
first saw the place we were less than 
thrilled,’’ Wade said, ‘‘It was a boarded- 
up shack.” 

But the city staff worked with them 
to design its accessibility to their needs. 
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‘“‘Mitzvah,’’ a mural by Keith Sklar and Brooke Francher on Franklin near 18th Street in Oakland, is a sign of Oakland’s commitment to public art. 


ART FOR OAKLAND'S SAKE 


Like a lot of U.S. cities, Oakland has adopted an ambitious plan to promote the arts. 
But unlike most of those cities, Oakland's plan is starting to work

AST SUMMER, the City of 

Oakland unveiled a Strategic 

Plan for Cultural Develop- 

ment, an ambitious master 

plan for the complete revitali- 
zation of the arts that “will draw 
regional and national attention to a 
community where artists are perceived 
to be members of an honorable profes- 
sion, where the cultural products of a 
myriad of cultures are valued and cele- 
brated throughout the city, where art is 
as much a part of the weft and weave of 
2veryday life as banking, business and 
ndustry.” 


In Oakland? It sounded too good to _ 


de true. 

But today, unlike many of the hun- 
ireds of other U.S. cities that have for- 
nal plans for the arts, Oakland is ac- 
ually making good on many of the 
yromises and goals outlined in its plan. 

On Feb. 14th, the City Council voted 
o set aside 1 % percent of most new city 
onstruction budgets to pay for paint- 
ags, murals, statues, fountains and 
ither works of art in public places. 
teginning in March, California Col- 
2ge of Arts and Crafts inaugurates a 
2ries of lectures called ‘‘City Sites: 
irtists and Urban Strategies,’’ in 
thich artists present strategies for 
reating art that deals with urban social 
sues. According to CCAC publicist 
ulia Sommer, the program is consis- 


tent with Oakland’s strategic plan 
because it ‘‘brings art to the neighbor- 
hoods so it’s not-so elitist.”’ 

One reason that Oakland’s plan for 
the arts is showing results so quickly, 
and has been so widely well-received, is 
that it had a broad base of community 
support combined with a desire on the 
part of local politicians to make it 
work. According to Benny Ambush, 
producing director at the Oakland En- 
semble Theater and a member of the 
strategic plan’s steering committee, 
“‘We made our own model for this plan. 
The people involved tailored this plan 
for the realities of Oakland. It wasn’t 
just a bunch of high-paid consultants 
handing down some recommendations.’ 

The plan was put together over the 
course of eight months by a 32-member 
steering committee chaired by Neil 
Hoffman, president of CCAC, two 
professional facilitators, the City of 
Oakland’s Cultural Arts Division and 
— most importantly — nine task forces 
comprised of more than 400 citizens 
from a broad variety of occupations. 
The doors of the planning process were 
wide open to what members of the 
steering committee refer to as ‘‘stake- 
holders’? — members of the commu- 
nity whose businesses and quality of 
life are either directly or indirectly af- 
fected by the revitalization of arts and 
culture. 

The plan’s eight primary goals — 
distilled from its lofty statements of vi- 


sion and values — contain first-year 
objectives that are specific, well- 
thought-out and, by most accounts, 
eminently achievable. The goals and 
objectives include: 


@ Develop a Plaza for the Arts at the 
west end of Lake Merritt that includes 
the existing Oakland Museum, Henry 
J. Kaiser Convention Center, Estuary 
Park and Laney College and add 
facilities such as an ethnographic 
museum, a contemporary art museum 
and a Bay Area sports museum. 

® Develop a program to meet Oak- 
land’s art space needs, including 
renovating the Kaiser Convention Cen- 
ter, Alice Arts Center and Paramount 
Theater, compiling a detailed list of the 
space needs of the visual and perform- 
ing arts community and compiling an 
inventory of available and developable 
art spaces. 

® Develop and support neighborhood 
arts programs and create a folk arts 
support program. This goal calls for 
holding neighborhood meetings in each 
City Council district to solicit com- 
munity input on the neighborhood’s 
arts needs and resources. 

® Create a public art program, im- 
plemented by a new seven-member 
Public Art Commission and the newly 
created position of Public Art Coor- 
dinator and funded by the ‘‘percent- 
for-art’’ ordinance that requires 1% 
percent of all city capital improvement 


projects be earmarked for public art. 
@ Develop an information and re- 
source management system for the arts 
that would act as a computerized cen- 
tral arts calendar. 

®@ Promote stability for individual art- 
ists and existing arts programs by 
beginning to gather data on loan and 
grant programs to assist artists and arts 
organizations to become owners of 
their spaces, working with the office of 
Economic Development and Employ- 
ment to determine availability of low- 
interest loans for developing artists’ 
live/work/exhibit space, changing 
zoning laws that regulate live/work 
space and working to expand media 
coverage of arts endeavors in Oakland. 
@ Develop and implement a sequential 
arts education program for every stu- 
dent in the Oakland Public Schools, 
which includes forming an arts ad- 
visory board of arts teachers, school 
and arts administrators and parents as 
well as establishing a full-time arts 
coordinator, paid by OPS, who will 
seek out funding for arts programs. 

@ Create a marketing strategy to in- 
crease attendance and support for arts 
and cultural activities in Oakland, with 
special attention to multicultural par- 
ticipation. 


The main problem most cities face in 
implementing plans for the arts is find- 
ing money. The percent-for-art ordi- 
nance, passed unanimously by the 
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Oakland City Council on Feb. 14th (it 
still must be formally reaffirmed by the 
Council after two weeks of public com- 
ment), sets aside 1 /2 percent of the cost 
of most new city construction and capi- 
tal improvements to pay for public art. 

Steve Costa, part-time director of the 
Oakland City Assets Committee and 
chairman of the committee that drafted 
the ‘‘percent-for-art’’ ordinance, 
estimated that it will bring in 
$250,000-$300,000 during the first year. 

“The public art program is an im- 
portant part of the strategic plan 
because it will affect minorities and the 
neighborhoods,”’ said Kim Anno, an 
Oakland painter and co-chair of the 
Visual Arts Task Force. “‘It’s not just 
for downtown.”’ 

Under the ordinance, which takes ef- 
fect July Ist, sites for public art will be 
selected by a nine-member Public Art 
Advisory Committee, nominated by 
the Arts Council. Artists, arts ad- 
ministrators and other qualified Oak- 
land residents who wish to be con- 
sidered for the Public Art Advisory 
Committee should send a letter and 
resume to Scott Bell, Cultural Arts 
Division, Alice Arts Center, 1428 
Alice, Oakl. 94612. Nominations will 
be made during the month of March. 

The Advisory Committee, once in 
place, will be responsible for setting site 
priorities and appointing individual

A back-room deal 


for Mission Bay 


San Francisco officials are meeting in secret 
with Santa Fe Pacific Realty officials to settle an assessment case 
that could cost the city millions of dollars — and alter 
the shape of the giant Mission Bay project

AN FRANCISCO officials 
are meeting behind closed 
doors with the Santa Fe 
Pacific Realty Corp. to 
discuss settling a five-year- 
old dispute over the property tax assess- 
ment of roughly 190 acres of under- 
used railroad yards that Santa Fe 
Pacific wants to develop as a massive 
city-within-a-city called Mission Bay. 
The talks involve representatives of 
the City Attorney’s Office and lawyers 
for Santa Fe Pacific. The immediate 
issue is a 1983 lawsuit over the city’s ef- 
forts to increase substantially the as- 
sessed value of the Mission Bay parcels 
as a result of the takeover of Southern 
Pacific by the Chicago-based Santa Fe. 
However, the outcome of the settle- 
ment talks — and the Assessment 
Appeal Board’s hearings and decision 
on the issue — could give important 
clues about how Mayor Art Agnos 
plans to proceed on the single most im- 
portant development decision to face 
San Francisco in many, many years. 
At stake may be thousands of units 
of badly-needed affordable housing, 
small business office space and open 
space, millions of dollars in city tax 
revenue and, potentially, tens of mil- 
lion dollars in profits for the giant rail- 
road and real estate development firm. 
But as the two sides head for a show- 
down that could come as early as Feb. 
22nd, almost no one — local housing 
activists, community groups involved 
in Mission Bay, or even the Board of 
Supervisors and the local media — has 
any good idea of what actually is being 
discussed in the secret meetings at the 
City Attorney’s Office. 


The City Attorney’s Office won’t 
comment on the discussions beyond 
general descriptions of what is at issue, 
so little has surfaced that would indicate 
exactly what stance the city is taking with 
Santa Fe Pacific. But based on the 
dismal record the City Attorney’s Office 
demonstrated in its secret talks with 
PG&E over long-term power contracts 
last year, the outlook for the taxpayers 
does not appear good. 

The lengthy legal battle was set in 
motion when the Assessor’s Office de- 
cided back in 1983 that the Santa Fe-SP 
merger amounted to a change in owner- 
ship of the various parcels of land that 
make up Mission Bay. Southern Pacif- 
ic had owned the land since the late 
1800s, and since most of it had been va- 
cant or under-used for many years, it 
was assessed at a negligible rate. 

Proposition 13, passed by California 
voters in 1978, forbids the city from in- 
creasing property tax assessments until 
the property changes hands. 

At the time of the merger, SP had 
already announced ambitious plans to 
develop the Mission Bay land — and al- 
though the company was still a long 
way from breaking ground, the city 
assessed the land at $61 million, reflec- 
ting the potential value the property 
had as a development site. 

Santa Fe challenged the city’s posi- 
tion and filed suit to block the reassess- 
ment. Superior Court Judge Ira Brown 
ordered the city to start fresh and 
undertake a new assessment of the 
land. The state Court of Appeals 
agreed, and sent the case back to the 
Assessment Appeals Board. If the 
city were to assess the property as an 

abandoned railyard — as Santa Fe 
Pacific no doubt wants — the taxable 


value would drop to almost nothing, 
and the city would lose millions in lost 
revenue. If, however, the city assess- 
es the property at its highest use value 
— as a potential site for housing and of- 
fice space near downtown — the tax 
windfall could be tremendous. 

What the city will accept remains a 
closely guarded secret, although the 
City Attorney’s Office has assured the 
Bay Guardian that any settlement will 
be made public before it is ratified by 
the Assessment Appeals Board. How- 
ever, community activists who have 
followed the project are beginning to 
speculate on a number of possible scen- 
arios and what they might portend. 


For example: 


@ The city might accept a low tax 
assessment value for the open land on 
_which Mission Bay will be built, in ex- 
change for a promise that the developer 
will subsidize affordable housing and 
open space in the final project. Ira 
Kurlander, an architect who helped 
design the citizens’ Mission Bay alter- 
native plan, argues that a low assess- 
ment will guarantee more ‘elbow 
room’’ in the future to decide the 
percentages of housing, open space and 
office space in the project. 
® On the other hand, a settlement that 
gives the developer a low tax rate could 
amount to a major sellout of the public 
interest, a sign that nobody at City Hall 
is willing to play hardball with a power- 
ful force like Santa Fe Pacific. By many 
accounts, the $61 million figure reached 
by the city in 1983 is far, far below the 
actual market value the land has today 
—and the revenue the city would give up 
by accepting anything less than a fair 
market value assessment is staggering, 


In 1983, when the city Increased 
the Mission Bay assessment, the 
land was a practically abandoned 
stretch of railroad tracks. But plans 
to develop the site, as depicted in 
this 1983 drawing, made the land 
extremely valuable. 


especially during a severe budget crisis. 
@ The Mission Bay site is contaminated 
with a wide range of toxic wastes and will 
need extensive cleanup before being safe 
for development. In fact, Kurlander 
noted that ‘‘the cost of the cleanup 
could eat up any profits Santa Fe Pacific 
would make on the deal.”’ Should that 
figure into the assessment — and if it 
does, can Santa Fe be trusted to follow 
through and do a thorough job? 

® Agnos is trying to put together a de- 
velopment package to build a down- 
town baseball stadium for Giants owner 
Bob Lurie. Key to any proposal of this 
sort is a revenue-generating indoor 
arena that would, under current pro- 
posals, be built on Santa Fe Pacific land 
at Seventh and Townsend streets. For 
the arena to be sufficiently profitable, 
the city must get it from Santa Fe Pacific 
for next to nothing. What will the devel- 
oper ask for in return? Is that an issue in 
the assessment negotiations? 


EPUTY CITY Attorney 
John Doherty told the Bay 
Guardian that discussions are 
underway between the city 
and the developer, in an at- 
tempt to reach a mutually agreeable 
assessment for the property. ‘‘We are 
now trying to reach a number value for 
the property,’ he said. 

To do so, both the city and Santa Fe 
Pacific will bring separate appraisals to 
the Board of Assessment appeals. 
“Both the city and Santa Fe Pacific 
commissioned independent appraisers 
to evaluate the property,’’ Doherty said. 

The Assessment Appeals Board has 
scheduled hearings on the matter for 
Feb. 22nd, but if an agreement is reached 
before the hearings begin, it could cut 
a three- to four-week hearing down to 
a day or less, Doherty said. 

At any rate, the board would have to 
study both proposals, each — according 
to Doherty — between 300 and 400 
pages in length, and then vote to ratify 
the settlement. The process is so 
secretive and mysterious that even politi- 
cal allies can’t always agree on how to 
read the assessment appeal entrails. 

Housing activist Calvin Welch told 
the Bay Guardian that alow assessment 
on the property would indicate that the 
city was attempting to get the project 
moving. ‘‘A low assessment would 
seem to indicate that the city is willing 
to make deals to get the project rolling 
along,”’ he said. ‘‘It would be the first 
step to getting Mission Bay approved.”’ 

On the other hand, Welch argued, if 
the city went for a relatively high assess- 
ment, it would send a signal to Santa Fe 
Pacific that the developer was not go- 
ing to be able to stick the city with an 
unfair portion of the costs. 

“Tf the city plays hardball for a high 
assessment, it could mean that the city 
is going to force Santa Fe Pacific to pay 
for things like the infrastructure costs 
of the development,”’ he said. 

Kurlander, on the other hand, said 
that a low assessment could give the city 
room in the future to make deals with the 
developer. “‘If we place a low settlement 
on the value of the land, we leave our- 
selves open to getting more concessions 
later,’’ he told the Bay Guardian. ‘*What 
they value the land at now is not so im- 
portant as what is done with the land.”” 

Kurlander pointed to a number of 
unresolved issues that the city would 
have to negotiate on with Santa Fe 
Pacific. ‘‘Who is going to pay for the 
toxic cleanup?’’ Kurlander asked. 
“The whole profit from the deal may 
be eaten up by the cleanup. Who is go- 
ing to pay for that?”’ 

To Kurlander, a low assessment 
makes sense at this time. ‘“We don’t 
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want to win the battle and lose the war.’ 
he said. ‘‘We definitely want to hav. 
some elbow room to negotiate with.” 

However, given its past record, it 
hard to believe the City Attorney’s Oi 
fice could or would negotiate a toug. 
deal that would net the city substantic 
future concessions on the Mission Ba 
project in exchange for current ta’ 
relief. It’s also unclear that any suc 
deal would be binding on the City Plan 
ning Commission and the Board c 
Supervisors, which have to make th 
final decision on the shape of the Mis 
sion Bay project. 

To Agnos, Mission Bay presents th 
opportunity to deliver on his promis 
of more affordable housing in a cit 
saddled with skyrocketing rents an 
property values that all but eliminat 
most residents of the city from buyin 
property in San Francisco. 

But Agnos may find himself in 
bind, because at the same time he face 
demands for more affordable housin 
he also faces pressure to build . 
baseball stadium near downtown. / 
key to that stadium will be th 
simultaneous construction of 
20,000-seat indoor arena at Sevent! 
and Townsend streets — land ownec 
by Santa Fe Pacific. 

A key to building that arena — and 
therefore to the ballpark — is securing 
that land from Santa Fe Pacific for lit- 
tle or no cost. If Santa Fe were to agree 
to lease or sell that land to the city at 2 
nominal price, the developer would 
certainly expect something in return. 

In a similar situation in November 
1987, Santa Fe Pacific was willing tc 
lease the land to the city to build a 
stadium on the site in return for per- 
mission to build a 500-room hotel on 
the Mission Bay development. The city 
proposition to move forward on the 
plan was rejected by the voters so the 
trade-off was never consummated, but 
a similar deal would not be surprising 
this time around. 


O MATTER what the out 

come of the assessment and 

subsequent development 

path agreed to on the Missior 

Bay site, the development’s 
impact on the quality of life in San 
Francisco into the 21st century will be 
massive. 

If Santa Fe Pacific is allowed to ram 
through a dense, high-rise, office-space- 
intensive project with a minimum 
amount of housing, it will only serve tc 
aggravate the housing shortage and 
transit problems now plaguing the city. 
While such consequences seem a 
nonsensical choice for the city to make, 
Santa Fe Pacific has considerable 
political clout with some of Agnos’s 
strongest supporters — notably 
Assembly Speaker Willie Brown, who 
has the company as a law client — and 
will almost certainly use that clout to 
wrangle the best deal possible. 

On the other hand, Agnos has long 
supported affordable housing and 
campaigned on the issue in 1987, and if 
he were not to deliver on that part of his 
program would have to face an already 
angry group of supporters. 

But if Agnos stands strong in the face 
of what will surely be intense political 
pressure from some of his closest allies, 
and forces Santa Fe Pacific to deliver a 
project that will enhance the lives of 
San Francisco residents, with housing 
and low-density office space, he will 
have an unusual opportunity to change 
the face of the city. 

The Mission Bay saga has a long way 
to go, and the signals from the Mayor’s 
Office are mixed, at best. And although 
Agnos has no formal role in the assess- 
ment settlement talks, the Board of 
Assessment Appeals is accountable to 
him, and it’s highly unlikely he isn’t in- 
volved at some level in the discussions. 

Which means the Mission Bay as- 
sessment appeal is one of the great 
unreported stories of the year — and 
it’s about to burst into the open, for 
good orill. z

“There’s always problems with con- 
tractors and the bureaucracy, but the 
chance to own your own home is worth 
it,’’ Wade said. ‘‘At least here they 
can’t raise your rent $100 in a month. 
And you’re paying for your own roof 
instead of the landlord’s Porsche.” 

The Fifth Street redevelopment proj- 
ect was designed around a strong polit- 
ical philosophy, Norris noted. “‘I call it 
social housing,” she said, ‘‘although 
that’s not a term adopted by the city.” 

The notion of social housing first 
emerged as a formal platform in 1986, 
when a group of housing activists, in- 
cluding Norris, Chester Hartman of 
the Institute for Policy Studies, Univer- 
sity of California at Santa Barbara 
Sociology Professor Rich Appelbaum 
and others released what they called 
(more than a bit optimistically) ‘‘the 
National Housing Policy Act of 1988.” 
The concepts underlying the proposals 
were further elucidated by Hartman in 
a 1988 IPS book, Winning America. 

In essence, the authors of this 
package of policy proposals believe 
that housing is a right, not a privilege, 
and that public agencies should work to 
keep housing from becoming a specula- 
tive commodity. 

The activists argue that by adopting 
anti-speculation financing, using public 
funds whenever possible to replace 
private bank mortgages and allowing 
residents the right to do anything any 
other homeowner can do — except sell 
at a profit — the staggering cost of hous- 
ing in this country can be brought under 
control. Projects that embody that 
philosophy are beginning to come 
together in cities around the country. 

Although clearly proud of the proj- 
ect she helped put together, Norris ad- 
mits it was too costly for too few units 
to repeat it on a larger scale. Further, 
she said, the city doesn’t own any more 
single-family houses, and acquiring 
new ones would be prohibitively expen- 
sive. And to make matters worse, the 
HUD 312 rehab loan program has 
become one of the last victims of 
Reagan cost cutting. 

Still, as she and her cohorts at Berke- 
ley’s Housing and Redevelopment Divi- 
sion search around for new ways to 
build affordable housing, the principles 
of the project won’t be abandoned. 

‘Although the next projects may not 
be single-family houses or duplexes, this 
could still be a model in terms of the po- 
litical commitment to making sure that 
public funds put out remain in the public 
domain,” she explained. ‘‘This notion 
of social housing is a pattern I think 
you’ ll see repeated in Berkeley.’ cj

selection juries — consisting of at least 
one neighborhood representative — 
that will choose the artists for the 
project. 

“The art will be mainly smaller proj- 
ects integrated into the site, communi- 
ty and neighborhood, instead of heavi- 
ly investing in large pieces downtown,”” 
said Costa. ‘‘It’s definitely a priority to 
work with Oakland artists, but larger 
projects may be opened up to national 
artists.’’ He says he expects that the pub- 
lic art program will fund a minimum of 
15 projects in its first year alone. 

“There’s an increasing awareness 
that Oakland has the potential of 
becoming a real regional as well as na- 
tional center for visual arts. This pro- 
gram lends additional possibilities for 
Oakland artists and Oakland asa city,”” 
Costa said. ‘‘We’re home to the next 
generation of public artists.”’ 

In support of the public art program, 
on March 2nd CCAC kicks off ‘‘City 


Sites: Artists and Urban Strategies,’’ a 
lecture series that invites ten interna- 
tionally prominent artists to speak at 
neighborhood sites in Oakland. All the 
artists — ranging from John Malpede, 
who founded the homeless theater 
group Los Angeles Poverty Depart- 
ment, to Mierle Laderman-Ukeles, art- 
ist-in-residence with the New York City 
Department of Sanitation — are in- 
volved in new kinds of public art that 
address social concerns. Each lecture is 
aimed at both artists and a specific aud- 
ience like garbage collectors, the elder- 
ly, city planners or the homeless, and 
held at appropriate sites — City Hall 
garage, a retirement home or a church. 
(For information on ‘‘City Sites,’’ call 
CCAC at 653-8118.) 

“Public art is generally object- 
oriented rather than issue-oriented,”’ 
said Suzanne Lacy, a performance art- 
ist who has worked with aging people 
and is director of ‘‘City Sites’’ and dean 
of fine arts at CCAC. ‘‘But the public 
artists involved in ‘City Sites’ are not 
necessarily makers of an object — 
they’re shapers of an interaction.”’ 

““CCAC’s ‘City Sites’ program will 
hopefully inspire local artists to con- 
sider public art and to apply it here,”’ 
Costa said. ‘‘Studies have shown that 
only about 8 percent of the public goes 
to the museum. But public art is incor- 
porated into the fabric of our daily life.” 


HE MOST common criti- 

cism of plans of this mag- 

nitude, with long-term 

goals that sound like a vi- 

sion of Utopia, not Oak- 
land, is that they provide unrealistic 
goals, and don’t ‘‘trickle down”’ and 
help struggling artists and arts groups. 
In less than a year, Oakland’s plan has 
already helped individual arts organi- 
zations. Oakland Ensemble Theatre’s 
Ambush explained that ‘‘part of the 
plan’s outgrowth was the attention 
given to marketing the arts. A major in- 
dependent marketing consulting firm 
has helped us collectively to determine 
why people are and are not coming to 
Oakland’s arts groups, and that infor- 
mation is helping OET with its work.”’ 

The plan has been criticized, how- 
ever, by some members of the art com- 
munity who felt that neighborhood 
participation wasn’t broad enough, 
that there weren’t enough minorities in- 
volved. Mary Anne Hedderson, Oak- 
land’s cultural arts coordinator, 
responded by saying that, from the 
beginning, the process was open to 
anyone who was interested, and is still 
open for participation. ‘Especially 
when working with visual artists, it’s dif- 
ficult to draw in artists of color, because 
many are suspicious of the process and 
apprehensive about getting involved.”’ 

Anno, an artist of color, agreed that 
the process was open to those who had 
time. ‘‘I was surprised that there was a 
lot of openness. We actively recruited 
black artists, and many participated, but 
a lot couldn’t attend because of 
economic realities — they had to work, 
or take care of children. Some people, of 
course, felt left out of the process, but it 
takes time and initiative to volunteer.’’ 

Anno said that the neighborhood arts 
section of the plan wasn’t as strong as it 
could be, but that it was still being worked 
on and strengthened. “A lot of the 
goals will take time, but the community 
will have input. I live in West Oakland, 
and the plan will have impact.’ 

““We’re optimistic that the plan will 
take us to our goals,’’ Ambush said. 
“In March, I'll be celebrating my 
seven-year anniversary of living here, 
and the difference in Oakiand is like 
night and day. We didn’t have a cul- 
tural arts coordinator, we didn’t have 
the percent-for-art ordinance, we 
didn’t have a City Council enlightened 
about the arts.”’ 

“‘There will be controversy, of 
course,’” Anno added, ‘‘but I think 
that’s healthy. The plan is written in a 
way to manage it, and maintain a 
dialogue about the problems.” |

Hunan Garden's enormous menu offers 
a multitude of mouth-watering dishes

NDULGE ME for a moment. 

The art of ordering from a menu 

in a restaurant cannot be taken 

for granted. Ideally, every restau- 

rant should have an even, well- 
balanced menu, and all dishes should 
be equal and good. But life doesn’t 
operate in the ‘‘should’’ mode, so 
things become tricky and unpredict- 
able. Personal tastes vary, as do ‘‘food 
moods.’’ Menus with many choices 
help with this problem, but don’t solve 
the proverbial ‘‘what should we 
order?’’ question. 

Almost everyone in San Francisco 
eats Chinese food, and probably quite 
a bit of it. The problem starts. here: In 
my experience, most people order the 
same stuff, night after night. I’ll admit 
that I always order potstickers when I 
eat Chinese food — I simply love them. 
But I do try new things that challenge 
my idea of what I know Chinese food 
to be, and these dishes usually delight 
me and my companions. 

I have had sublime meals at restau- 
rants other people feel are mediocre. 
Some of this can be attributed to dif- 
ferent taste, but I think that, especially 
in the case of Asian food, it’s simply a 
matter of not knowing what to order. 

When you’re ordering food, par- 
ticularly in an Asian restaurant, think 
about your mood and what type of 
food you want, but also read the menu 
carefully, think about how different 
items are prepared, use the categories 
— beef, poultry, vegetables, etc. — to 
help you and, most importantly, 
balance the meal between types of 
food. Also, look at what people around 
you are eating, and never be afraid to 
ask questions of the waiters. 

Hunan Garden Restaurant in Oak- 
land appears to be an average neigh- 


borhood place from the outside. Even 
the interior looks pretty average — 
pleasing, but average. The food, how- 
ever, is in a class by itself. The enor- 
mous menu staggers the diner with 
choices from every category con- 
ceivable: Vegetables, bean curd, fowl, 
pork, beef, lamb, seafood, iron plates, 
ceramic and fire pots, noodles and rice 
and a full ‘‘Chinese Health Food” 
menu all have at least six dishes from 
which to choose, and the seafood sec- 
tion has 36! Pity the poor chefs. 

Appetizers range from moderate to 
gigantic in portion size. Bon Bon 
Chicken ($5.95), hacked white meat, 
julienned cucumbers and scallions 
sauced with a thick and spicy peanut 
sauce, is rich and luscious, and all in- 
gredients are wholesome and fresh. 
The barbecue spareribs ($5.95) make a 
perfect appetizer for those not afraid of 
succulent, seductively greasy ribs 
cooked to perfection with just the right 
amount of juicy fat. A peppery and 
deep-flavored sauce coating each rib 
encouraged us to lick our fingers after 
each bite. 

The most exquisite of all are the 
Szechuan wontons, for a ridiculously 
low price of $3.75. Steamed vegetable- 
and-pork-filled wontons sauced with a 
sensitive, creamy peanut-soy sauce lay 
on a bed of wilted spinach. Served in a 
large bowl at room temperature, these 
delicate dumplings are just too good. 

“Sliced lean pork with hot-garlic 
sauce ($5.95), extremely lean, thin 
slices of steamed pork covered with 
chopped garlic and chili peppers in a 
soy-based thin sauce, is a must for garlic 
lovers. Packed with intensity, this dish 
would make a good appetizer, as it is 
unadorned by vegetables or noodles. 

Crab is in season, so we ordered 
black bean crab for a very reasonable 
price of $12.50 for a whole crab. Sweet

meat combined with a slightly spicy 
black bean sauce with fresh ginger and 
garlic is my idea of culinary heaven. 
The waiter was surprised when we 
ordered the stewed beef ceramic pot 
($6.50) — he later explained that this 
was typically Chinese food for Chinese 
people, and that many Westerners 
don’t appreciate it. How anyone could 
pass up slowly cooked tender chunks of 
lean beef, Chinese vegetables, black 
mushrooms and golden cellophane 
noodles seasoned with a bit of five spice 
powder in a rich beef broth, amazes me. 

Iron plate entrees are always showy 
and impressive. Partially cooked ingre- 
dients on a platter are brought to the 
table with a red-hot iron platter. Ingre- 
dients are then placed on the iron plat- 
ter and, believe you me, they sizzle, 
steam and cook, filling the air with 
mouth-watering aromas. Scallop iron 
plate ($8.50) demonstrates the Chinese 
awareness of and sensitivity to com- 
binations of texture, colors and 
flavors. Sweet scallops, snow peas, 
water chestnuts and bamboo shoots 
sauced in a thick black bean sauce 
loaded with savory ingredients are 
delicious. Fluffy white rice is the 
natural accompaniment for all these 
entrees. 

Hunan Garden’s service is attentive, 
polite and almost too fast. The chefs in 
the kitchen not only have superior 
palates, they are also extremely organ- 
ized and efficient. There are a few pubs 
and a dessert-coffee house just down 
the street, providing pleasant ways to 
end aperfect meal. ia

Free tax help in the East Bay

As promised, here's the follow-up to 
the superlist of free tax help locations 
in San Francisco published two 
weeks ago. Most of the services 
listed below will be offered through 
the week of April 15th. Appointment 
slots are filling up fast, so call as 
soon as possible to schedule. Many 
are intended to help non-English 
speakers, senior citizens, low-income 
families, students and the disabled. 
All services are offered in English; 
programs offered in additional 
languages are noted below. 

These free tax assistance 
programs are provided by a number 
of people, many of whom are 
volunteers. Some have been trained 
by the IRS, such as the volunteers for 
AARP (the American Association of 
Retired Persons), some are 
professional lawyers and 
accountants. In order to make their 
job easier and to avoid making more 
than one trip, taxpayers are advised 
to bring along past income tax 
returns, 1988 wage and interest 
information, social security numbers 
for yourself and your dependents, 
landlord’s name, address and 
telephone number (for renter's 
credit), receipts for deductible items 
and any state and federal tax forms 
you may have received in the mail. 

There are also federal- and state- 
sponsored avenues of help. The State 
Franchise Tax Board has a new 
automated service for those with 
push-button phones who have 
questions about their state tax 
returns. Known as FAST (Fast 
Answers about State Taxes), the toll- 
free service offers recorded answers 
to many questions about state 
income taxes. You'll need to have 
your tax booklet readily available to 
key in information codes. The service 
is available Monday through Saturday 
from 6 am to 10 pm by calling (800) 
338-0505.

SORTING IT 
{O}RNE 


New programs unscramble ideas and data

HE COMPUTER in- 

dustry, at least that part of 

it whose products we mor- 

tals can afford, seems to 

produce in bursts of fever- 
ish innovation. In between, there are 
fallow periods — like the past few 
months. Nonetheless, two new pro- 
grams are particularly worth seeking 
out these days — not just because 
they’re intrinsically interesting, but 
because they’re intensely useful. As it 
happens, they both run on affordable 
MS-DOS (‘‘IBM-compatible’’) com- 
puters. 

One, called GrandView (Symantec 
Corporation, Mountain View, Calif.), 
defies easy categorization. It evolved 
from a brilliant program called PC- 
Outline, in which you enter text at- 
tached to tags that resemble outline 
headers (hence the genre name, ‘‘out- 
lining programs’’). Then you can easily 
collapse the text down to view only the 
headers, and see how your document 
hangs together as a whole. You can 
reshuffle headers, or expand them back 
out to see the text again. 

People mostly use outlining pro- 
grams as adjuncts to word processors 
(many word processors now have them 
built in), a sort of computer equivalent 
to a grammar school teacher. Grand- 
View shows that this type of program 
can be much more — a compost heap 
for notes, citations and fragments of 
thought, from which (if you’ll pardon 
the cuteness) your finished text can 
flower. 

For example: Researching a report 
on, say, the greenhouse effect, you 
scribble a prototypical paragraph or 
two, transcribe some tapes of inter- 
views and gather fragments from a 
computer network (like the Well). 
Eventually you accumulate dozens of 
separate items, in no particular order, 
in one long amorphous GrandView 
document. At the top, you design an 
outline for your final report. (The 
outline tags, while visible to you, won’t 
show up in your final text.) Then you 
page through your fragments, invoke 
the Send command for each, and spec- 
ify its destination. Grand View instantly 
moves each fragment to the appropri- 
ate section of the outline, where you 
can meld thém easily into coherence 
because they’re already, more or less, 
in the correct order. 

That’s just one of GrandView’s 
many amenities. It has a good spelling 
checker, highly intuitive commands 
(which you can completely redefine), 
great mouse controls (ditto), the ability 
to ‘‘hoist’’ a section of your document 
so you can concentrate on it, an 
automatic date stamp, lots of fonts (for 
an MS-DOS program, at least) and a 
system of assigning ‘‘categories’’ to 
notes in case you want to build a cross- 
referenced library of thoughts. It lets 
you work on nine documents at once, 
in overlapping windows, and save a 
pattern of the windows so that, at one 
click of the mouse, you can bring back 
all the documents you were working on 
last night. The single lack: no footnotes 
(a tragedy for scholars; you have to 





fake it with the Categories command). 
GrandView works well with Webster’s 
Professional Thesaurus (use the 
Ready!/Thinktank settings). I find this 
program so useful that I no longer use a 
word processing program; this suits my 
scatteredness much better. 

Paradox (Borland Corporation, 
Scotts Valley, Calif.) is much more rigidly 
structured — it’s a tool for building 
data banks that anyone else can use. I 
began using it when a burly, streetwise 
garage mechanic, a friend of a friend, 
asked me to build a data base for him. 
It was a simple job, to keep track of his 
customers and invoices. Could I handle 
it? Sure, I said blithely, how hard could 
it be to figure out? Only after I took his 
money did I see what I’d gotten myself 
into. Using Paradox saved me from 
having to leave town. 

Like its competitors — dBase III/IV, 
RBase, Oracle — Paradox lets you 
design screens full of facts and 
customize menus and procedures for 
guiding people effectively and unam- 
biguously through those facts. Thus 
you can handle amalgamations of, 
well, data, that would otherwise be too 
interwoven and complex to get a men- 
tal image of. For instance, design a data 
base of, say, the characteristics of Latin 
American countries (number of hospi- 
tal beds per thousand people, national 
debt, literacy level) and then (with the 
new version, Paradox 3), make a series 
of graphs of the results. Now you have 
more than a group of facts — you have an 
understanding of the geopolitics of the 
region that you could get no other way. 

Of the programs that will handle 
this, Paradox is generally considered — 
most recently by Personal Computing 
and InfoWorld — as the most welcom- 
ing of its peers, without sacrificing 
depth. One savvy programmer said (on 
CompuServe) that he could put togeth- 
er something in 50 hours that would 
take 200 in, say, dBase. I believe him. 
Version 3 is just released, and among 
other boons, it gives you near-complete 
control over the colors onscreen, and 
many sophisticated ways of linking 
diverse structures of facts together. 

Be prepared to spend some time fig- 
uring out how to use them, though. As 
with HyperCard, using Paradox means 
starting with simple skills — displaying 
some facts — and gradually being 
suckered into full-fledged program- 
ming. HyperCard, however, doesn’t 
have the data management capabil- 
ities — sorting, sifting and shuffling 
hundreds of similar items — that a 
gas station, for instance, needs in its 
invoice system. 

By now, my data base for Lou in- 
cludes pop-up menus with the names of 
his mechanics, automatic tax calcula- 
tion and an ability to tell instantly, 
when he enters a license plate number, 
whether it belongs to a new customer or 
someone he’s serviced before. Though 
I had to cross a psychological threshold 
to create these features — in which I 
forced myself to learn such esoterica as 
functions and procedures — [I still 
maintain I’m not a programmer, per se; 
I’m an information artisan.

gl am unable to have an orgasm 

Win the missionary position. A 
man told me recently that this is be- 
cause my clitoris is placed so high, ‘‘far- 
ther up than I've ever seen.”’ I can have 
an orgasm if Iam on top of a man, but 
only if there is contact between my clit- 
oris and his pelvic area. I can also have 
an orgasm without any trouble during 
oral or manual stimulation. 

Is this man’s theory correct? If my 
clitoris is placed too high, are there 
things that I could do to have an or- 
gasm with a man in the missionary posi- 
tion anyway? I want very much to be 
able to be intimate in this way and I’m 
feeling frustrated and rather ignorant. 


Az said it before, that when J 
@get to design human bodies 
I’m going to completely redesign the 
genitals. (My late father used to say that 
if he were in charge of such matters, 
he’d locate women’s breasts in the mid- 
dle of their back. While it might compli- 
cate the act of nursing an infant, it would 
add immeasurably to a man’s pleasure 
while waltzing!) 

The exact figures are still in dispute, 
but probably less than 50 percent of het- 
erosexually active women are able to 
reach orgasm through intercourse alone. 
That’s in any position -— top, bottom or 
sideways. Penis-in-vagina sex often 
just doesn’t provide the right stimula- 
tion to the clitoris — the source of most 
women’s orgasms — and in most cases 
the missionary position provides the 
least of all. (I suspect this may not have 
been unknown to those anti-pleasure 
missionaries: Can’t have too good a 
time here, ladies, or you would begin to 
enjoy your wifely duties rather than 
suffer them.)

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PHOTOGRAPHY, 
POLITICS AND 
YOUTH POWER 


OR A WHILE it was a little like Sam Donaldson and 
Ronald Reagan: Whenever Mayor Art Agnos would make a public appearance, Omar 
Pasha from Youth Power Inc. would be there badgering him, asking, ‘“‘Mr. Mayor, 
where is youth on your agenda?” If the congratulatory letter Agnos just sent to 
Youth Power for the opening of its photography exhibit is any indication, Pasha 
certainly succeeded in making himself heard. 

What started in 1982 as an oral history workshop at an American Friends Service 
Committee meeting has turned into a dedicated group of youths, ages 12-19, who 
meet every weekend, sit on their own board meetings and reach thousands through 
their presentations. Youth Power has made its own agenda, one that incorporates 
education, oral histories, travel, interviews of its role models and rapping. 

Its stated purpose is to empower youth, while at the same time holding adults 
accountable — asking in effect, ‘‘where is youth on your agenda?’’ Youth Power 
spreads the word at “rap-alongs”’ and workshops that it gives on topics such as 
“Growing up in the Nuclear Age”’ and ‘‘How to be Street-Smart and Nonviolent at 
the Same Time.’’ Recently members gave a workshop to the Civilian Conservation 
Corps and invited the Christic Institute to come along. It turned into a major jam 
session with Youth Power rapping while the Christic Institute explained that drug 
running and arms running were basically similar evils that contribute to keeping 
people down. 

Since incorporating as a nonprofit in 1987, Youth Power members have traveled to the 
Martin Luther King Jr. Center for nonviolent Social Change in Atlanta and to the summit 
meeting between Reagan and Gorbachev. They’ ve met with Bishop Desmond Tutu, Jesse 
Jackson, the Belauan elders of the Pacific and black Soviet journalist, Yelena Khanga. 

Most recently, they hired photographer David Major to teach them photography. 
The results of their collaboration are currently on display in a photography and oral 
history exhibit at the Bayview Opera House, which is on view through March Ist, 
Wed.-Sat., 10 am-5 pm. Third St. and Newcomb, SF. For more information, call

“THE THEATER I’m committed to 
is rotten as soon as it excludes people 
because of money. If I have to make any 
compromises due to the rules of theater, 
it feels rotten. I have to take to the 
streets a few times a year to get beyond 
those rules,’’ Keith Hennessy says. 
Hennessy, a member of Contraband, 
calls himself an anarchist, an artist and 
an animist, and has made something of a 
name for himself as a performance artist 
committed to making his theater 
accessible to everyone — no one is 
turned away for lack of funds.

Saliva will be performed March 3rd- 
5th at 8 pm on Clementina St. (parallel 
to Folsom and Howard) between First 
and Second St., SF. Tickets are $5, but 
no one will be turned away for lack of 
funds. The March 3rd performance is a 
benefit for Without Borders, the 1989 
Anarchist Gathering.

BLUES PROJECT REVISITED 


Guitarist Danny Kalb breaks on through to the other side

Sixties,’’ says Danny Kalb, a 

founder of the Blues Project,

‘re-forming,’ not ‘reformed.’ ”’ 

Kalb’s career peaked two decades 
ago, when the Blues Project, along 
with the Chicago-based Butterfield 
Blues Band, ignited the Sixties blues 
revival with its electric fusion of rock, 
blues, folk and jazz. Paul Butterfield’s 
band, which featured Mike Bloom- 
field, Elvin Bishop and Mark Naftalin, 
has secured its place in history. The 
Blues Project may be “‘legendary,”’ but 
Kalb is still seeking the recognition that 
both he and his band deserve. ‘“The 
Blues Project was a very underrated 
group, we changed the blues around,”’ 
Kalb says. ‘‘And it was the heaviest 
band as far as the live shows. The But- 
terfield Band had great soloists but they 
didn’t take chances like we did, we were 
like jazz musicians.” 

‘Talking over lunch in his small Oak- 
land apartment, surrounded by mem- 
orabilia, records and stacks of library 
books, Kalb casts himself back to 1966, 
with the band playing Muddy Waters’ 
“Two Trains Running.’’ “‘The words 
had a lot fidelity to events in my life at a 
certain point, a long time ago,”’ he 
reflects. “‘It was like our Wagnerian 
blues. I’d put my hands up and go into 
the falsetto at the end and bring it 
down, it was very exciting. It was really 
theater rock.”” 


The drama of ‘‘Two Trains 


Running’’ — created by Kalb’s impas- 
sioned lead guitar and vocals over Al 
Kooper’s swirling organ and the 
rhythms of bassist Andy Kulberg, 
rhythm guitarist Steve Katz and drum- 
mer Roy Blumenfeld, and extending — 
can be heard in a more than 11-minute 
version on The Best of the Blues Project, 


_just released by Rhino Records. In the 


liner notes, Kooper says, “‘It was very 
dramatic, because that was Danny’s 
song. He could’ve written that song. It 
was his whole life story. It used to give 
me chills when he would do that.’ 

Kalb’s life story actually goes back to 
Mt. Vernon, New York, where he grew 
up as a “‘red diaper’’ baby, listening to 
the music of Paul Robeson, Pete Seeger 
and Woody Guthrie, as well as the 
classical music his father played on the 
hi-fi. In his teens, he stretched his 
musical tastes to include blues and jazz, 
and in high school, he played in a 
rockabilly band ‘‘with two intellectuals 
and two Italian ‘hoods.’ ”’ 

In 1960, Kalb went off to the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, where he teamed up 
with banjo player Marshall Brickman 
(who later became a collaborator with 
Woody Allen), played his first profes- 
sional concert, met Bob Dylan for the 
first time, went on a Freedom Ride in 
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Dining Out

the South, and became an avid history 
buff. But after two years, he drifted 
back to New York City and started 
playing guitar in the Greenwich Village 
folk scene. As a member of Dave Van 
Ronk’s Ragtime Jug Stompers, Kalb 
gained recognition for his musical abil- 
ity. ‘I was considered to be pretty 
much the best folk guitarist in the 
Village at that time,’’ he says. 

One of Kalb’s early recording credits 
was his guitar accompaniment on 
singer-songwriter Phil Ochs’ first al- 
bum, All the News That’s Fit to Sing 
(reissued on the Carthage label). ‘“The 
first time I ever met Phil Ochs he was 
lying face down, drunk out of his mind, 
on the floor in a little coffee shop in 
Greenwich Village in 1962. His wife was 
trying to tell him to ‘Get up, get up, 
Phil.’ When Phil died I lost part of me.” 

During those days, the Sixties coun- 
terculture was just beginning to take 
shape. It was a blur of music, drugs, 
politics and emotions and there was no 
telling which aspect might take com- 
mand. Kalb recalls the first time he 
turned onto pot — on the night of the 
Cuban missile crisis in 1962. ‘“We were 
listening to The Music of Bulgaria,”’ he 
remembers. ‘‘At one point on that rec- 
ord there is this scream, sharp to the 
tonality of the chorus. It was like a cut- 
ting knife and we thought it was the 
H-bomb. We all said goodbye to each 
other that night. We thought it was the 
end of the world.” 

In 1964, Kalb suffered a nervous 
breakdown and spent five weeks in a 
mental hospital. ‘“They wanted to keep 
me there fora year,’’ he says. “‘It would 
have broken my spirit. Even though it 
was a nice hospital it was still One Flew 
Over the Cuckoo’s Nest.’ After 
recovering at home, Kalb started play- 
ing guitar furiously, and within a few 
months he was -putting together the 
Danny Kalb Band with friend and 
neighbor Roy Blumenfeld, bassist 
Andy Kulberg, guitarist Artie Traum 
and singer Tommy Flanders. 

In January 1965, Kalb played what 
was probably the first electric blues 
concert in New York City, and soon 
after, the Blues Project came into 
being. Traum was replaced by Steve 
Katz, Tommy Flanders went off on his 
own, and Al Kooper, fresh from Bob 
Dylan’s Highway 61 Revisited session, 
signed on. Much of the band’s excite- 
ment derived from the tension between 
Kalb, a blues purist and an uninhibited 
wild man onstage, and Kooper, a 
rock’n’roller who had experienced a 
Top Ten hit with ‘‘Short Shorts’’ in 
1958, as amember of the Royal Teens. 
““Al is a genius,’’ Kalb says. “‘He is a 
much better musician than I ever 
dreamed about. I used to put him down 
for his commercial background. What 
an asshole I was. He played with Dylan 
on Blonde. on Blonde, the heaviest 
album ever!”’ 


Cafe Au Go Go, Projections (the 

band’s acknowledged master- 
piece and only studio session) and Live 
At Town Hall, the Blues Project broke 
up in 1967. Kooper suffered his own 
nervous breakdown and left to start 
Blood, Sweat and Tears. Kulberg and 
Blumenfeld migrated to California and 
formed Sea Train. Kalb experienced a 
bad acid trip in San Francisco during 
the Summer of Love and underwent 
shock and drug therapy. 

‘There was too much emotion and 
we were just too weird,’’ Kalb says to- 
day. He blames the high number of Six- 
ties burn-out cases on elevated ideals 
and the ensuing counterrevolution of 
the Seventies. ‘‘We were so open and so 
sensitive,’’ he says, ‘‘from the acid and 
the vibe. It’s an emotional thing, it’s not 
really ‘a technical thing. You have to be 
crazy to be a good jazz musician or rock 
musician, you have to be ready to

sacrifice yourself. We expected the 
world to be profoundly different. What 
the Jefferson Airplane called ‘the dawn- 
ing of the dawn’ only partially happen- 
ed. We won alot of basic victories in the 
Sixties. There’s still a lot to do but I think 
the music helped heal America, in a 
way, the music and the fight against the 
war, the civil rights movement, the 
women’s movement. The ultimate goal 
is that individuals can be the full expres- 
sion of themselves rather than 
categories, that’s what it’s about. 

“All of us had a rough time in the 
Seventies,’’ he continues, ‘“‘and now 
it’s time to feel again, to really feel 
again. Why not? We deserve it. I seem 
to have survived or broken on through 
to the other side, as they say.’’ In 1984, 
the Blues Project staged a reunion, in- 
cluding triumphant concerts at the Vic- 
toria Theater in San Francisco. Around 
the same time, Kalb moved to the Bay 
Area from New York. ‘‘Somewhere in- 
side of me I knew I couldn’t stay in New 
York anymore,”’ he explains. “‘It was 
the best move I made in many years. I 
love it here. I’ve gone through a lot of 
changes here, too, but they all seem to 
be in the direction of healing me.” 

In addition to teaching about a 
dozen private guitar students, Kalb has 
been gigging regularly around the Bay 
Area. His current band includes Ira 
Kamin on piano, Richard Saunders on 
bass, Andy Phrainer on drums. They 
are playing blues, of course, but with 
Kalb continually reaching for an in- 
novative approach. The Blues Project 
was one of the first rock or blues bands 
to improvise extensively onstage (“‘like 
East Coast Grateful Dead gigs, minus 
drugs,’’ Al Kooper has said). And Kalb 
forges ahead with small experiments in 
what he calls his ‘‘abstract music.” 
‘‘What I want to do is bring together 
my concept of the blues and a free 
music, not really a jazz music, to give it 
the guts and the warmth of the blues.”’ 

“The Blues Project made some big 
statements and we were promptly for- 
gotten for ten or 20 years,’’ Kalb says, 
with a twinkle in his eye that belies the 
resentful tone of the words. ‘‘I want to 
make some big statements, too. Music 
is a question of feeling, trying to play 
out the truth of your soul, and see if 
people will pay $6.50 to see the truth of 
your soul.”’ |

To learn Paradox effectively, I 
recommend an account on Compu- 
Serve, where the publisher, Borland, 
maintains a Forum (and many skilled 
Paradoxers hang out). Use the Debug 
tool to test the effects of your scripts 
step by step (an aid whose value you 
won't believe until you try it.) Borland’s 
manuals are brilliantly done; I wish all 
software manuals were as good. 

Data base programming is not a bad 
way to earn a living, actually. I’ve 
already sold mine to a second gas sta- 
tion, and Lou is scouting around for 
me for a third. Guess I stayed on his 
good side after all... . 

In addition to these programs, one 
important book has recently come out, 
of particular interest to desktop pub- 
lishers. In a previous book, Editing by 
Design, Jan White taught how to use 
pictures, page layouts and typeto make 
publications look good. He wrote in a 
way that even editors could under- 
stand. In Graphic Design for the Elec- 
tronic Age (Watson-Guptill Publica- 
tions, New York, $24.95), he performs 
the same service for computer people, 
with particular concentration on 
typography, not pictures — but that, 
after all, is what many people use 
desktop publishing for ‘exclusively. 
Most design books give you ideas; here, 
you come away with your inner eye im- 
proved, and your graphic judgment 
sharpened.

A BELLE France has inspired 

generations of artists and 

lovers. In recent years it has 

inspired filmmakers — with 

mixed results. Of two new 
American adaptations of French 
movies, one loses far more in transla- 
tion than the other. In addition, an 
Austrian entry shows the influence 
French culture had on that country a 
quarter of a century ago. 


Cousin, Cousine appealed to Amer- 
ican audiences in 1976 because its at- 
titudes toward sex seemed so uniquely 
French. The rear guard of the sexual 
revolution was titillated by the charact- 
ers’ experiments with ‘‘open marriage,”’ 
and secretly relieved when those ex- 
periments failed — from one viewpoint 
— in the end. 

Cousins, the 1989 American version, 
is surprisingly faithful to the original in 
some respects, even to copying some 
scenes almost frame for frame. Until 
the last few minutes, most of the 
changes are subtle ones. The Americans 
can’t accept their spouses’ infidelities as 
calmly as their French counterparts 
did, nor can they be unfaithful without 
talking about it, justifying everything 
into the ground and still feeling guilty 
when all is said and done. 

Both films involve a number of wed- 
dings and funerals where large families

get together. Joel Schumacher (Sv. 
Elmo’s Fire) apes Jean-Charles Tac- 
chella’s original in directing these 
scenes, but he has assembled an ex- 
cellent cast of supporting players and 
extras to execute them. 

At the first wedding, daughter-of- 
the-bride Isabella Rossellini and 
nephew-of-the-groom Ted Danson are 
left alone when their spouses, William 
Petersen and Sean Young, slip away to 
make love. They become friends and be- 
gin spending a lot of quality time togeth- 
er, They keep it platonic but allow every- 
one in both families to think they’re 
lovers as their way of extracting some 
kind of sitcomic revenge. Of course they 
really do fall in love, and wind up with 
serious decisions to make. Unlike the 
French, who acted on pure emotion, 
these Americans dot every i and cross 
every t before obeying their impulses. 

Playwright Stephen Metcalfe, work- 
ing within rigid limitations, has added 
some excellent dialogue even as he’s let 
some air out of the souffle. He seems to 
be trying to create catch-phrases with 
Danson’s recurring line “‘It’s on my 
list”’ and his son, Keith Coogan’s ‘‘Kiss 
my squirrel.’’ 

Rossellini and Danson have never 
been more individually appealing — on 
the big screen, at least (I’m not a Cheers 
addict) — but the chemistry between

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Tap 
Just in case you thought this 


was a film about a faucet, first- 


rate tap dancer and second- 
story man Gregory Hines im- 
mediately sets you straight. In 
jail for stealing, he dances up 
a toe-scorching storm in his 
cell before getting out and 
heading for a seedy Times 
Square hotel across the street 
from Sonny's tap dancing 
studio. That's where gorgeous 
ex-girlfriend Suzzanne 
Douglas lives with her father 
Sammy Davis Jr. and his 
seven too-numerous-to-name- 
in-a-Micro-Film senescent 
friends, legendary hoofers 
whose hoofage makes you 
wish you were 60 again.

Nonetheless, 
Hines is eminently likable and 
believable, and Davis an 
unexpectedly dramatic delight 
in this well-acted film whose 
footwork's designed to knock 
you right out of your Capezios.

The Temptation 

In 1956, Austrian teenager 
Levin Kress’ all-consuming 
passion's to go to Saint-Tropez 
with friend Fritz Carlrand meet 
idol Brigitte Bardot. But since 
he's only an apprentice in a 
metal-working factory the 
prospect's remote, and he's 
mostly reduced to fantasizing 
Bardot everywhere he goes. In 
the real world he belongs to a 
trade union youth organization 
run by Dominic Raacke who 
tries, via film, to keep the 


youngsters abreast of the 
political problems of the times. 
Needless to say, Kress and 
Carl find older woman Tina 
Engel's you-show-me-yours- 
and-l'll-show-you-mine 
instruction course far more 
interesting, even as local 
nymphet Sabine Gautier gets 
deeply involved in Raacke's 
extracurricular activities. All of 
which could have been 
delightful, but, under Dieter 
Berner's choppy direction, 
fantasies seem out of place, 
the characters under- 
developed and situations 
unclear, so that, with Kress 
also lacking appeal, there's 
just not enough to make this 
much of a temptation at all.

Likable 
dance instructor Ted Danson 
and staid secretary Isabella 
Rossellini are among the last 
guests to arrive at golden- 
yeared Norma Aleandro and 
George Coe's rambunctious 
wedding. Danson’'s waiting for 
his unfaithful-to-him-in-her- 
fashion wife Sean Young, and 
Rossellini’s doing ditto for 
womanizing un-helpmeet 
William Petersen, whom she 
can't handle. When the tardy 
two appear together, Danson 
and Rossellini’s eventual 
reaction is to embark on a 
platonic relationship that gives 
the movie some of its best 
moments as Lloyd Bridges 
strikes a second welcome 
blow for senior citizen 
romance. What a pity this fine 
honing is undermined by over- 
stressed coarser moments 
that give the film less than a 
kissing cousin relationship 
with true charm and joie de 
vivre.

them isn’t all it should be. Petersen and 
Young fare well as their less (but not 
un-) sympathetic partners, who prob- 
ably deserve each other. Some of the 
best scenes involve Coogan and his 
grandfather, Lloyd Bridges. 

The family stuff seems to be trying 
for a Moonstruck feel, and when Coo- 
gan and Bridges dance together it 
evokes the walking piano scene from 
Big. Originality is not the long suit of 
Cousins, but as lightweight entertain- 
ment it does a good job. Perhaps admis- 
sion should be limited to adulterers only. 


HREE FUGITIVES might have 

been called Two Men and a Ba- 

by. It’s another Americanization 
of a French comedy from Midas- 
Touchstone Pictures. They withheld 
the original, which starred Gerard 
Depardieu and Pierre Richard, from 
U.S. release, as if the art-house show- 
ings of Trois Hommes et un Couffin 
Had hurt Three Men and a Baby at the 
boxoffice. 

Without having seen Les Fugitifs, 
I’m sure — based on Depardieu and Rich- 
ard’s previous teamings in Le Chevre 
and Les Comperes — it was much fun- 
nier than this lame adaptation. 

After serving five years for armed 
robbery, Nick Nolte is released from 
prison and given a check for $1,740 for 
the work he did there. He goes to the 
bank to deposit it just as the bank is 
held up by frantic, inept Martin Short, 
who takes Nolte hostage. The cops, 
especially James Earl Jones, who bust- 
ed him the last time, think Nolte’s in 
on the deal. 

Short’s not really a bad guy — he just 
needs money for his six-year-old 
daughter Meg (Sarah Rowland Doroff), 
who hasn’t spoken in the two years 
since her mother died. It’s so obvious 
that she’ll talk again, it happens at mid- 
point instead of being saved for a ‘‘sur- 
prise’ ending. Everything in this poor- 
ly plotted film is resolved too easily. 
Nolte is cleared abruptly and takes a 
semi-honest job. Meg is put in a child- 
ren’s home from which our heroes have 
to liberate her. 

For the big getaway Nolte makes 
Short wear drag and pose as his wife, 
despite Short’s protestation, ‘‘There’s 
nothing feminine about me.’’ They cut 
Meg’s hair so she can pass for a boy, 
becoming the oddest nuclear family 
since Torch Song Trilogy.

Everything in this alleged family 
comedy is accomplished with a mini- 
mum of intelligence and a maximum of 
violence. Much of the latter is car- 
toonish slapstick, Three Stooges kind 
of stuff, but very often people seem to 
be really getting hurt. Short can bump 
into a lamppost funny, but he can’t 
shoot Nolte inthe leg funny. Maybe it’s 
a question of taste, but taste has never 
been the long suit of writer-director 
Francis Veber, who adapted his French 
original for America. 

Haskell Wexler has done a routine 
job of photographing Three Fugitives, 
but the print reviewed had a washed- 
out look, like Gone with the Wind 
before its recent restoration. 

The language is as rough as the ac- 
tion, with Nolte calling Short an 
asshole about 30 times. As juvenile as 
the picture is, I can’t recommend it for 
young kids. I don’t recommend it for 
adults either, except perhaps for sadists 
looking for cheap laughs. 


HE FRENCH connection for 

The Temptation (Die Verlock- 

ung) is that Dieter Berner’s very 
Austrian film is something of a homage 
to Brigitte Bardot and the image she 
projected of the French Riviera as the 
center of the sexual universe. The time 
is the early ’60s and Rudi (Levin Kress), 
our teenage hero, is so hung up on BB 
he plans a vacation in St. Tropez in 
hopes of meeting her. His best friend 
Manfred (Fritz Karl) is to go with him. 

In preparation for their trip these in- 
nocent young men try to learn all about 
sex, first from a Glenda Jackson-ish 
“older woman’”’ (Tina Engel) and later 
from a book. 

Rudi works in a factory and is in 
charge of cultural activities for the 
union youth club. He becomes so in- 
trigued by the work of Anders (Domi- 
nic Raacke), a radical filmmaker, that 
his mind drifts away from Bardot for 
moments at a time. When the powers- 
that-be stifle Anders, Rudi takes up his 
mantle, thus coming of age politically 
before he does sexually. 

On the one hand The Temptation is 
a nostalgic comedy about sex-obsessed 
teenagers, complete with fantasy se- 
quences featuring Therese Jagersber- 
ger, who looks amazingly like Bardot 
even if she doesn’t act much like her. 
On the other hand it’s filled with poli- 
tical rhetoric, primarily concerning the 
labor movement, that will interest an 
entirely different audience, if any. A 
similar blend was achieved far more suc- 
cessfully in the Yugoslav Hey Babu Ri- 
ba, one of my favorite films of 1987. 1

Dylan & The Dead (Columbia). 
Completists of either stripe will want this 
uneven chronicle of 1987's uneven 
concert collaborations between two sur- 
viving emblems of the Sixties ethos — at 
least for Rick Griffin's zappy cover art 
Curiosity-seekers will find a surprisingly 
interesting version of one Dylan song 
otherwise best forgotten, ‘Joey’ (with 
vocals mixed back, thank you), and 
guitar enthusiasts will relish several of 
Garcia's inimitable forays. ““Queen Jane 
Approximately” is the one genuine 

high point, but unfortunately it comes at 
the end of side one after genuinely 
lackluster and untestifying readings of 
“Slow Train” and ‘‘You Gotta Serve 
Somebody."’ The Dead's rhythm 
momentum and Garcia's climbing solo 
elevate ‘‘All Along the Watchtower,” 
although not to the heights of the 
Oakland Coliseum version, but then 
“Knockin’ On Heaven's Door’’ brings 
this mostly futile affair back down to six 
feet under. The problem is not 
musicianship but conviction. It’s ironic, 
but probably sadly appropriate, that 
Dylan should hook up with the Grateful 
Dead during a peak in the band’s career 
and still produce so much filler. 


Roy Orbison, Mystery Girl (Virgin). 
He claimed to have never really 
understood the magic or gift of his voice. 
Even at 52, when he recorded this 
“comeback"’ album just before his 
death, he was the same ageless crooner 
of 1960 who was haunted by fears and 
mysteries that probed deeper and 
soared higher than the love-and-death 
concerns of his rockabilly and pop teen- 
idol contemporaries. Orbison could sing 
through the most lugubrious arrange- 
ments. Here, he had to contend with four 
different producers, including the 
overbearing Sgt. Pepper wannabe, Jeff 
Lynne. And once again he triumphed, on 
ten tracks, including original collabor- 
ations with Lynne, Tom Petty and others, 
and songs from Elvis Costello and U2. 
The hit single, “You Got It,” is a frothy 
Lynne confection that is echoed only 
twice, on side one. Side two does justice 
to Orbison’s singular gift more consis- 
tently. He takes the ordinary romantic 
material of pop songs and creates a 
complete dream world in which he 
wanders all alone, full of wonder, 
emotions overflowing at every turn. That 


was his reality, behind those dark 
glasses and within that aching voice, and 
Mystery Girl is a painfully beautiful 
monument 


All, Aliroy Sez. . . (Cruz). 

Milo left the Descendents, so his former 
comrades were left to pursue the “‘all’’ of 
life with a new lead voice. Drummer Bill 
Stephenson, bassist Karl Alvarez and 
guitarist Stephen Egerton hired former 
Dag Nasty singer Dave Smalley and 
continued on with the same speed-punk- 
pop sound that the Descendents per- 
fected, mindless of other hardcore 
trends. Still thrashing at warp speed, still 
obsessed with adolescent concerns, still 
Oblivious to polite sensibilities and still 
essentially harmless, this band is all 
you'll ever need in terms of crunching 
jackhammer rhythms, barely controlled 
guitar blasts and singalong melodies 
Allroy sez this is just the powerful shot of 
post-Ramones energy you need to jolt 
you out of the winter doldrums

and loud, polyester print shirts. 

But for all its vitality and flashes of 
insightful wit, Dognite is an unfinished 
and unfocused piece of work. Wilson 
still has trouble with endings — most 
scenes end raggedly, and the operatic 
finale is a mess of undigested cliches. 
It’s also unclear what tone Wilson is 
aiming for here: Traces of latent 
feminism and class-consciousness 
glimmer through but there’s not much 
room for exploring serious themes in a 
format that stresses only caricature de- 
velopment. Perhaps Wilson’s trying to 
find a middle ground: something more 
meaningful than straight camp, but not 
to be taken too seriously. Silliness with 
a dash of profundity, or vice versa. 

That’s one tough cocktail to make, 
especially for a dramatist who hasn’t 
quite mastered basic bartending. But 
Cintra Wilson is just 21, and she al- 
ready knows how to keep you tuned-in 
and when to slip you a surprise. It may 
take her a while to find the style that 
suits her best — or to invent her own.

Cintra Wilson delivers 
a very different second play 


DOGNITE. By Cintra Wilson, directed 
by Chris Brophy at Climate Theatre, SF. 
Through March 5th.

OU’VE HEARD of the 

“second play’’ syndrome, 

closely related to the ‘‘sec- 

ond novel’’ syndrome? It 

afflicts only those preco- 
cious artists who burst out of nowhere 
with an exciting first work and get 
heralded by critics as the new flavor of 
the year. All that unexpected praise and 
pressure can really chill out a young 
writer, making it hard to come up with 
an encore. 

Thankfully, this doesn’t seem to bea 
problem for Cintra Wilson. The 
21-year-old writer-actress didn’t snag 
any People Magazine coverage or 
Broadway contracts when her first 
play, Juvee, debuted here in 1988. But 
she did get an unusually encouraging 
response from local critics, including 
yours truly. Now, less than a year later, 
Wilson has jumped right back into the 
saddle with her second play. It’s a very 
different and, in some ways, less suc- 
cessful effort. But it does suggest a 
writer who is unafraid to strike out in 
new directions, learning as she goes. 

The semi-autobiographical Juvee hit 
home as a gritty, unsentimental por- 
trait of teenagers confined to a youth 
detention facility. Beside taking an 


honest look at drugs, sex, homophobia 
and racism among kids, it also demon- 
strated Wilson’s sharp ear for dialogue 
and sidewinder wit. 

In her new play Dognite, Wilson 
steps away from stark docu-drama and 
splashes around in campy melodrama 
— or, as she puts it, ‘‘sleaze- 
ploitation.’’ Reportedly inspired by 
’70s ‘cheap thrill’’ films like Superfly, 
this piece is reminiscent of some of the 
schlock spoof items produced by Dude 
Theatre, a group Wilson occasionally 
performs with. (Its successful mid- 
night show Buckets of Blood 
parodied slasher movies.) But Dognite 
actually reminds me more of the trashy 
social satire of John Waters and Paul 
Morrissey — though Wilson isn’t quite 
as cynical as these older sleaze auteurs, 
nor as assured about what a girl like 
Wilson is doing in a genre like this. 

The setting is a sleazy bar in a sleazy 
Mexican border town. The gringo char- 
acters who hang out at Gustavo’s Turf 
Club (it’s right next to a dogracing 
track) act like refugees from a half- 
dozen B-movies — from Marked 

Woman to The Rocky Horror Picture 
Show. With a nod to gangster pix, 
there’s tough-guy Gus (Chris Brophy), 
the bar owner who gets hauled in by the 
federales on a bum murder rap. For 
Lana Turner-style martyred glamour, 
there’s Gus’s ex-flame Cylla (Cintra 
Wilson), who shows up ina wheelchair, 
hungry for love and revenge. She’s at- 
tended to by dope-pushing Paco (Ray 





Avendano), who tools around in a 
mylar raincoat and one roller skate. 

For pungent trackside commentary, 
we have the burned-out, bitchy 
Sheldon (Stephen Pockock) and his 
macho-dunce buddy, Gordon (Wayne 
Newcomb). For goodness, a Boy Scout 
bartender (Andrew Litzky). And for 
sheer perversity, there are two fun 
couples: Bob and Carol, Ted and Alice. 
‘‘Superspade’’ Ted (Todd R. Rolle) 
and topless-dancer Alice (Kelly 
Kidneigh) serve as street-trash alter 
egos for Carol (Gigi Gamble) and Bob 
(David Curran), a pair of squeaky- 
clean students from Oklahoma Bible 
College. 

Somehow (I won’t tell you how) 
these folks get stoned out of their skulls 
on mind-altering substances together, 
and consequently all holy hell breaks 
loose. Ted corrupts Carol, Bob turns 
into a racist jerk, the police haul every- 
one to jail, and Cylla lives up to her 
mythical namesake. Illusions shatter, 
virtue gets rewarded, and it’s just like 
Tom Thumb’s blues. 

Dognite delivers both more and less 
than its flash-tacky premise suggests. 
Wilson knows how to keep the stage 
jumping with funny, weird goings-on, 
and she can write killer dialogue, nail- 
ing a social attitude or a shred of self- 
awareness in a single line. Bob asks his 
girlfriend over and over, ‘‘You mean 
you slept with the spade?’’ Sheldon an- 
nounces, ‘‘I didn’t want to have sex 
with that man, I just wanted to watch 
him squirm at my approach.’’ And 
Cylla imagines God ‘‘as an evil little girl 
with scissors who gives her dollies scars 
and crewcuts.”’ 

The actors deliver their dialogue with 
a remarkable absence of self-parody, 


- an approach that generally works — 


except in the case of Chris Brophy, 
whose direction is better than his listless 
performance. A real production asset is 
a costume design (credited to Cintra 
Wilson) that brings back the worst of 
’70s fashion: platform shoes, micro- 
mini skirts, medallions for hairy chests

IRUSSES

RIOR TO becoming this 
century’s most celebrated 
impresario, an enigmatic 
figure variously credited 
with radically reshaping the 
course and conception of 20th-century 
dance and being a 14-carat fake, Serge 
Diaghilev sardonically described him- 
self as essentially a ‘‘great charla- 
tan... with plenty of logic and very 
few scruples. I seem to have no real 
talent. Nonetheless, I believe I have 
found my true vocation — to becomea 
Maecenas. I have everything necessary 
except money — but that will come!”’ 

Although the balletomane never 
became a sponsor of starving poets the 
way Maecenas helped muses in Imperial 
Rome, he did become the guiding force 
behind the ballet’s resurgence from ar- 
tistic stagnation to sitting pretty atop the 
avant-garde by staging productions 
notorious for trampling on tradition. 

The Moscow Circus may be a tough 
act to follow, but with things warming 
up between the United States and 
Soviet Union since Gorbachev and 
glasnost stole the spotlight during last 
year’s historic Soviet-American sum- 
mit, now is probably the perfect time 
for anything remotely Russian to finda 
receptive audience of red-blooded 
Americans. Unfortunately, the de 
Young’s current showcase of Russian 
culture, Zhe Art of Enchantment: 
Diaghilev’s Ballets Russes 1909-1929, 
looks more like a timely public rela- 
tions ploy than a completely artistic 
celebration. 

Those hoping the hoopla surround- 
ing this show might somehow be justi- 
fied because it brings together art 
treasures previously under lock and key 
deep within the Soviet Union are going 
to be disappointed. Of the 152 objects 
on display, most have made it_to San 
Francisco by way of U.S. museums or 
U.S. collections. While the wealth of 
history on hand (including documen- 
tary photographs, drawings, paintings, 
sculpture, posters, book illustrations 
and prints by a diverse array of artists) 
is not in question, its aesthetic intent 
and overall audacity often is. 

In several instances, you may 


wonder why embarrassingly retrograde - 


works reached the de Young, and how 
they came to be included in a show 
theoretically designed to display the 
avant-garde ideal accompanying the 
Ballets Russes’ staging of startlingly 
anti-traditional productions (reac- 
tionary critics reproved Diaghilev and 
dancers in less than glowing terms: 
“‘savage’’ and ‘“‘barbaric’’ were fre- 
quently wielded). The answer may ac-

tually be that such tepid works simply 
happened to be among those available 
for acquisition. Yet when placed along- 
side pieces that sought to forge new 
frontiers and shatter the status quo in 
the process, such academic sculptures 
and costume sketches clumsily stand 
out. But even those less traditional 
quasi-cubist/constructivist pieces are 
pretty tame compared to works by real- 
ly avant-garde Russian artists like 
Kasimir Malevich and Naum Gabo. 

Upon entering the exhibit, you dis- 
cover that Diaghilev’s ballets are billed 
as sumptuous ‘‘painted spectacles 
{that] had a unique power of expression 
that revitalized the art of the Russian 
Ballet. They introduced innovative 
concepts of theatrical design that in- 
fluenced, and were influenced by 
modern art movements of the early 
20th century.’’ Whether his experimen- 
tal ballets ever became the provocative 
“moving paintings’ he envisioned, or 
managed to make Diaghilev’s dream of 
dazzling audiences by stunning their 
senses with a blitzkrieg of music and 
motion, is really not resolved. Nor can 
it be in this exhibit. 

Like the problem plaguing many 
performance artists today, a ballet is 
basically a theatrical spectacle akin to 
animated sculpture. Accordingly, no 
amount of documentation, no matter 
how meticulously detailed or des- 
cribed, can adequately capture the am- 
bience of a live performance. 

Yet if you use your imagination, you 
can still get a glimmer of what a 
boisterous performance by the Ballets 
Russes might have been like. Many of 
the drawings and designs for costumes, 
stage-sets, curtains, scenery and related 
accoutrement radiate an atmosphere 
saturated in sensuous and seductive 
color. Among the more audacious 
memorabilia, several sketches by Leon 
Bakst probably best exude the exotic 
flavor Diaghilev desired. Often you 
ogle caravans of characters, supine and 
seductive, frocked in flamboyant cos- 
tumes, inhabiting opulent interiors. 

But the best is left for last. Entering an 
eerily darkened room, you fix your 
focus on dozens of larger-than-life 
figures clad in costumes rescued from 
the dance troupe’s original productions. 
As you absorb their radiant grounds and 
geometric accoutrement, imagine them 
set into sinuous motion against the ap- 
propriate musical accompaniment. 

Although “The Art of Enchant- 
ment”’ is an extremely ambitious under- 
taking, between the bursts of brilliance 
and bravura it falls short of achieving its 
aims of who Diaghilev was and the im- 
pact of the Ballets Russes on the history 
of 20th-century dance. In the end, the 
show is somewhat like the souvenir 
sweatshirts being hawked in the book- 
store. Although they purport to copy the 
costumes, they can never come remotely 
close to being the real thing. |

Dr. John and Maria Muldaur team up 
for midnight at the Fairmont

N A SHOW that might have 

seemed more natural in a down- 

home club like the Last Day 

Saloon or an intimate jazz spot 

like Yoshi’s or Kimball’s, the 
scampish Night Tripper, Dr. John, and 
the enduringly sultry songthrush, 
Maria Muldaur, brought their Valen- 
tine’s duets to the posh surroundings of 
the Venetian Room last week. For 
opening night, a nearly full house of 
sweethearts soaked in the New Orleans- 
flavored serenades that were dished out 
with varying degree of fervor over a 
generous 90-minute show. 

The Venetian Room, with its formal 
supper club air, has a way of turning 
any act into a nostalgia showcase. But 
orchestra leader Dick Bright shades his 
pre-show dining and dancing sounds 
with a trace of irony, treading gingerly 
between the sentimentality of the music 
and the camp of his conducting. And 
it’s impossible to accuse Dr. John and 


Maria Muldaur of mounting an oldies 
show. They were digging back into pop 
history when they were having their 
greatest popular successes more than 15 
years ago. So while the surroundings 
and the songlist said ‘‘golden oldies,”’ 
the performance maintained a plea- 
sant, edgy balance between suspended 
animation and fresh interpretation. 
Dr. John, aka Mac Rebennack, and 
Muldaur have buddied up off and on 
since 1973, when the Crescent City 
pianist accompanied the former jug 
band singer on her first solo LP. Now, 
both in their mid-40s, they are firmly 
set in their styles and complement each 
other well. They collaborated on Tom 
Stern’s latest Usual Suspects LP, Music 
About Music, reprising Allen Tous- 
saint’s ‘‘Brickyard Blues,’’ which they 
did together in 1974, and have gone 
back into Stern’s studio for the next 
Usual Suspects project. Dr. John, a 
guardian of the rollicking New Orleans 
piano style of Professor Longhair and 
Huey ‘‘Piano’’ Smith, is stolid and 
mysterious. He sat like a mound of cor- 
duroy at the Venetian Room piano, a 
maroon cap pulled down to the bridge 
of his nose so that his gray beard

dominated his face. Muldaur, who has 
sung folk, jazz, blues, gospel and pop, 
is cheerful and bouncy, outgoing and 
deliberately sexy. She flounced onstage 
in a bright red, low-cut dress and satiny 
wrap, a trademark red flower in her 
thick hair. The flapper fringe of her 
dress was rarely still during the show. 

John opened the show with five 
songs, joined by guitarist Archie 
Williams, bassist Wilbur Bascomb, 
drummer Jimmy Sanchez and the Dick 
Bright Orchestra horns. He galloped 
through the melody of ‘‘Love For 
Sale’’ and growled, ‘‘Yeah, Lord, love 
for sale, we got some funky music for 
you.”’ But “‘Iko Iko”’ was clunky when 
it should have been crisp and the horns 
went limp behind John’s gritty vocal. A 
version of Charles Brown’s 1951 hit, 
“Black Night,’’ which John recently 
recorded for his forthcoming Warner 
Brothers album, reshaped the mellif- 
luous melancholy of the original with a 
soothing rocking-chair rhythm. Dick 
Bright sat in on ‘“‘Walk on Gilded 
Splinters’’ (from John’s 1968 Gris-Gris 
debut), adding more gypsy than Cajun 
flavor with his fine violin solo. 

The show was uneven but the only 
really awkward moment came when, 
after delivering a punchy rendition of 
“Right Time, Wrong Place”’ (“‘a little 
song that made me a dollar-three- 
eighty back in the ’70s’’), John an- 
nounced Muldaur and then undercut 
her entrance by singing the first verse 
of ‘“‘Something You Got’’ while she 
made the most of just standing 
around. Things picked up when 
Muldaur launched into the suggestive 
“Tt Ain’t the Meat It’s the Motion,”’ 
which she introduced as ‘“‘an under- 
ground hit, popular with vegetarians.”’ 
Her distinctively warbling voice is in 
great shape, and her flirtations with 
raunchiness are even more convincing 
now than inher more girlish Waitress in 
a Donut Shop days. 

Although her pitch wavered a few 
times during the slippery yodels of 
“T’m a Woman”’ and the overly comic 
“Don’t You Feel My Leg,’’ Muldaur 
still has one of the most delicious voices 
in pop. “‘Midnight at the Oasis’’ is 
essentially a caricature of itself these 
days, especially with Archie Williams 
mimicking Amos Garrett’s classic 
guitar solo before establishing his own, 
jazzier voice. But Muldaur can be a 
sensual belter, as on Percy Mayfield’s 
“*Please Send Me Someone to Love’’ 
and Fats Waller’s ‘‘Devil to Pay,’”’ ora 
coy seductress, as on her duet with 
John on ‘‘Baby, It’s Cold Outside.”’ If 
she was not entirely comfortable as a 
supper club mistress of ceremonies, she 
did make a few game attempts at pat- 
ter, including the dedication of ‘*Cook- 
ing Breakfast for the One I Love”’ to 
her daughter Jenny, in the audience 
with her husband — ‘‘She wanted 
Betty Crocker for her mother and look 
what she got.”’ 


With Muldaur carrying the entire ~ 


burden of establishing audience rap- 
port, John certainly could have pushed 
a bit at the piano, as he did for one de- 
lightful, extended solo on ‘‘Such a 
Night.’’ But as much as it seemed that 
the Doctor could have cut loose more, 
and as strange as it was to see this 
underground pair framed by Venetian 
murals and singing ‘‘Will the Circle Be 
Unbroken”’ to a Nob Hill crowd at 
linen-and-silver tables, John and 
Muldaur compromised little to the 
proper setting and offered an en- 
joyable, funky Valentine. |

Calling herself ‘ta feminist torch 
singer,’’ Marcovicci was freaked out 
when Gloria Steinem caught her act at 
New York’s Algonquin Hotel.

Zadora with her baby, Steve Martin, 
Chevy Chase. ‘‘Nobody threw me,” 
she says, ‘“‘except Gloria Steinem, 
because I respected her so much when I 
was in the process of becoming myself 
asa woman... . Here! was singing all 
these downtrodden woman, ‘my man 
done left me and I can’t make it without 
him’ songs and I didn’t know how she 
was taking it.’’ Steinem took it well, of 
course. “‘A feminist can get a broken 
heart,’’ Marcovicci concludes. ‘‘She 
just has to try harder.”’ 

Last year the actress-singer was seen 
in the film Someone to Love. She 
played a woman who had just gotten 
used to living alone, but was in a rela- 
tionship with writer-director-star 
Henry Jaglom, who was too insecure to 
be alone for a minute. 

Because Jaglom’s films tend to be 
realistic and autobiographical, you 
might guess that their relationship ex- 
tends into offscreen life as well; but 
there are no songs to describe it. ‘‘I 
have a very strong ‘loving friendship’ 
with Henry Jaglom,’’ Marcovicci says. 
“We have this terrific adventure 
together. We love to talk. We have a 
really strong bond to protect each other 
from the cold. . . . I’m not his Doris 
Day and he’s not my Fred Astaire, and 
yet we’re together.”’ 

Their friendship began after 
Jaglom’s marriage and a romance of 
Marcovicci’s had ended. They began 
dating other people and got together 
to compare notes. From this devel- 
oped trust and what you could call a 
kind of love. 

““‘We might have a healthier genera- 
tion if they wrote songs about that kind 
of relationship,’’ Marcovicci believes. 

If her personal life has not always 
personified Tin Pan Alley ideals, 
Marcovicci has been luckier profes- 
sionally. She’s always been able to earna 
living the way she wants to — perform- 
ing. On two occasions she’s reached a 
higher goal — performing socially rele- 
vant material. 

She’s also carrying on a family tradi- 
tion and letting her mother — “‘a great 
mother’’ — enjoy the career she might 


have had. In the ’40s Helen Stuart was a 
torch singer in New York. As she was on 
the verge of breaking through to a higher 
level of success, her daughter says, love 
walked right in and drove the career 
away. Her new husband, a doctor, 
didn’t want his wife to travel; so she 
didn’t. That’s how things were then. 

“I don’t think she regretted it,”’ 
Marcovicci says. ‘‘Things had gotten to 
the point where she was afraid all the 
time when she performed — and I can 
understand that.”” 

Fear is part of performing, but 
young Andrea was born to it. ‘*I was 
always surrounded by music,”’ she 
recalls. ‘‘My parents encouraged me, 
not to perform — who wants their kid 
to suffer? — but to study, to learn 
about it.”’ 

While at Bennett College she was 
singing at a party where one of the 
guests happened to be Arlene Francis, 
who was so impressed she got Mar- 
covicci booked on The Merv Griffin 
Show. That convinced her parents: 
“*You always think your own child is 
talented but here was someone else say- 
ing so.’’ From there it was smooth sail- 
ing to clubs and commercials, stage 
work and a role in the soap Love Is a 
Many Splendored Thing. She made tel- 
evision movies, starting with Cry Rape, 
and theatrical films, the first of which 
was The Front, starring Woody Allen 
as a man who lent his name to the 
screenplays of blacklisted writers dur- 
ing the McCarthy aftermath of the 
50s. Marcovicci says she was very 
proud to be in that film. 

Another project she was proud of 
was the musical drama Ghetto, about 
the complex moral issues surrounding 
the people of a theater troupe in Vilna, 
Lithuania, who survived by entertain- 
ing the Nazis while their friends were 
dying in concentration camps. It 
played in Los Angeles in the fall of 1986 
and is scheduled this year for the Na- 
tional Theatre in London and Circle on 
the Square in New York. Marcovicci 
says the show is ‘‘not only important as 
art, but as a political statement,’’ a 
combination she finds optimal for a 
performer.

Marcovicci is currently in San Fran- 
cisco for what could be the pinnacle of 
her acting career to date — the title role 
in the American Conservatory Theatre 
production of George Bernard Shaw’s 
Saint Joan, directed by Michael Smuin. 
Although she jokes that ‘‘Smoke Gets 
in Your Eyes’’ will take on new mean- 
ing when she sings it now, she’s thrilled 
at having the chance to play the Maid of 
Orleans. ‘‘A great classical part is the 
greatest gift an actress can be given,” 
she enthuses. ‘‘It gives you a chance to 
use every part of yourself.”” 

She stresses that the play is not sim- 
ply the tragedy people think they know 
about, but the story of Joan’s trium- 
phant spirit as well, all laced with 
Shaw’s wit and irony. ‘The politics are 
still the same today,”’ she says. ‘‘The 
homeless are still on the street while the 
politicians argue and make deals.” } 

Marcovicci, a versatile performer 
who can do no wrong, is rapidly becom- 
ing a saint in my personal show business 
canon. And if she ever wants to pack it 
in, she could have a great career as an ad- 
vice columnist. Here are some samples, 
culled from our conversations: 

“*You hear these songs that say love’s 
going to hit you over the head with a 
hammer, and you tend to ignore what's 
there. Maybe that friend who’s always 
there when you call — maybe that’s 
lover ac 

“We love people who treat us badly, 
because we don’t love ourselves 
enough... .

Beirut: The Last

Here's an unusual one, a semi- 
verite family drama that 
examines the situation in 
Lebanon from women’s per- 
spectives — those of 
producer/director/co-writer 
Jennifer Fox and her subjects, 
the Bustros family.

Nick Cave & the 
Bad Seeds 


The former leader of the “punk” 
Birthday Party, Australian song- 
writer Nick Cave's music has, 
since he split the band up six 
years ago, turned toward an 
exploration of gutsy American 
roots music — legends of the 
Deep South (‘Knocking on Joe”) 
or the Hard West (Johnny Cash's 
“Wanted Man”). Though he’s 
dwelt on the dark and dank 
throughout his career — the 
current hit “Mercy Seat” is a jail- 
cell tale of woe — Cave has a 
neo-Vegas showman side as 
well, approaching his painful 
sagas with a High Art cabaret 
persona (witness his perform- 
ance in Wings of Desire). Few 
people can get away with his 
kind of melodrama, but Cave is a 
veteran performer whose style is 
studied — a friend of mine once 
saw him taking notes at a Henry 
Rollns concert — and has earned 
his star status. The Wolfgang 
Press, no slouch either, opens 
the show.
